ease Involving rezonlng of 47 lots for 
apartments. 


"Both parties have clearly had their 


day In court, and I think the village 
ought to let It go at that," he said. "I 
think this Is clearly prejudicial to tho 
case." 


Strong Street residents, who brought 


Iho suit, claim that the multi-family zon- 
ing for the 47 loU Is spot zoning. They 
say that the attempt of the village to re- 
zone the entire area Is a move to dispute 
that claim. 


THE PROPOSAL to rczone tho entire 


area came to the board from the zoning 
board as part of the annual update of the 
zoning map. Tho zoning board reviewed 
tho matter at the request of Village Mgr. 
George Passolt who said development In 
the area might bo stimulated by multi- 
family zoning. 


Harokl Pagan, WHIP candidate for vil- 


lage trustee, also accused the board of 
trying to Influence the court case. "The 
rezonlng Is not going to serve anybody 
but one man's Interest to win a suit in 
court." he said. "The point Is, this Is 
pending, and the village should not take 
any action while it Is In court." 


Pagan's claim that the rezonlng would 


benefit one man referred to Doug Car- 
gill, former chairman of tho zoning 
board, who owns the 47 lots In question. 


Trustee Michael Valcnza sold he did 


not think tho rezonlng of the entire area 
would Influence tho case. "You're not 
only prejudging this board, you're pre- 
judging tho zoning board, and you're 
prejudging the judge." he told Fogan. 


Hedlund further charged the board 


with allowing Passolt to set policy 
through his memo to the zoning board. 
"This is a left-handed way of setting pol- 
icy." he said. "I think this Is In opposi- 
tion to his role." 


THE BOARD members, however, said 


that Passolt was acting In his role of zon- 
ing administrator In submitting his 
memo. They further pointed out that the 
memo was submitted only as an advisory 
recommendation, with tho final decision 
sllll resting with tho village board. 
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"I think this is setting a very dan- 


gerous precedent," Hedlund said. "It's 
just as dangerous If this area Is rczoned 
because It means no other area In town 
Is sacred from this same typo of thing." 


Passolt was also attacked by Fagan as

with the arrest last week of a Chicago 
man and his girlfriend on bad check 
charges.

The man, Willie Engram, 33, an ex- 


convict with a long criminal record, was 
nabbed at his South Side apartment 
Wednesday by Chicago police and has 
been turned over to authorities in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove, where he faces a 
total of seven bad check charges. 


Engram is described as a middle-level 


"businessman check passer" in an or- 
ganization chart worked out by in- 
vestigators to describe the hierarchy of 
the check-passing ring. 


The 40-member gang, led by another 


ex-convict and equipped with stolen 
checks and Identification cards, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 .million 
from Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the last year or so. 


ENGRAM'S arrest followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 2lst Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said he became inter- 
ested in Engram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num- 
ber of persons going to and from Eng- 
ram's apartment. 


His Interest spurred when he learned o! 


Engram's criminal record and his claim 
under a false name on a lease appli- 
cation to being a government employe, 
McCarthy said he visited 
Engram 


Wednesday to discuss the neighbors' 
complaints.

When he was admitted to the apartment, 


McCarthy said, he saw what were de- 
scribed as check-writing devices and lat- 
er returned with a warrant and arrested 
Engram in the arms of his girlfriend, 
Cynthia Smith, 19, of 7640 Eggleston St. 
Chicago. 


The apartment, which police have de- 


clined to Identify with an address, alle- 
gedly contained typewriters, two cam- 
eras, a check cashing machine, stolen 
blank checks and narcotics and hypoder- 
mic needles. 


A total of 13 charges Including theft 


and possession of stolen checks, were 
placed against Engram by Chicago po- 
lice and he was held on a $20,000 bond to 
be turned over to the suburban police de- 
partments. He will appear March 1 in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


BUFFALO GROVE police are accusing 


Engram of bilking the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove out of $730 last March. He report- 
edly walked Into the bank and deposited 
a worthless check for $2,750 into an ac- 
count there and received $750 cash In re- 
turn. 


He is charged with deceptive practice 


and also is being held on a $20,000 bond 
from Buffalo Grove. 


Wheeling authorities say they want 


Engram for seven counts of forgery and 
have added $25,000 to the bond total that 
has kept Engram In county Jail since his 
arrest. The Wheeling incidents occurred

O'Brien, a Chicago printer, collapsed

He said the "verdict might have been 


a little different" if he had been around 
for the final decision.

Most Northwest suburban Industrial 


plants are escaping the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District surcharge being levied 


. against other Industries throughout Cook 
. County. 


Of the 302 plants in tho metropolitan 


area required to pay the fee, only two 
arc In the Northwest suburbs, a recent 
MSD report reveals. 


The surcharge, created by the district 


In a 1970 ordinance, Is levied against 
firms which discharge sewage in excess 
of 3,630,000 gallons per year into sewers 
connected to the MSD system. 


Polo Food Products Co., of 601 E. Al- 


gonquin Rd. la Schaumburg and Flavor 
House Products Co, of 1665 E. Birch- 
wood Avc., Dm Plalncs arc the local 
plants paying fees to the district under 
the surcharge ordinance. 


Polo, which proccswi poultry prod- 


ucts, paid $2,020 to the MSD In 1972 as Its 
surcharge fee. The company uses water 
as part of the cooking processes and for 
cleaning equipment in the plant before 
discharging It Into sewers, a company 
spokesman laid yesterday. 


THE OTHER local firm. Flavor House 


Products Co., paid S379 to the MSD In 
1972 for Its surcharge fee. 


The company, a division of Bordcn, 


Inc., produces nut paitcs and dry roasted 
nuts. It uses water to wash equipment in 
the plant and to wash the nuts It pro- 
cesses before releasing the water Into tho 
sewer system, a quality control spccltllst 
at the plant said yesterday. 


Almost all industrial firms In Cook 


County are required to file reports with 
the sanitary district about the amount of 


* sewage they discharge.

firms, the sanitary district computes tho 
cost of treating the plant's sewage and 
deducts the real estate and personal 
property taxes paid to the MSD by the 
industrial plant. The surcharge equals 
the difference between the cost and the 
taxes paid. 


ONE MSD officials (old the Herald last 


week that It is not surprising that only 
two Northwest suburban companies ac- 
tually paid a surcharge during 1972. 


Although a number of plants In the 


Northwest suburbs discharge in excess of 
the 3.05 million gallon limit, the MSD 
spokesman said, high assessed valuation 
of the newer., more modern plants means 
the taxes paid negate any surcharge 
cost. 


In addition, he said, a number of sub-

Foster Grandparents begin work at Little City 
They specialise in tender loving care 
School news notes

Tender loving care is the specialty of 


three senior citizens who started working 
this week with children at Little City 
Foundation In Palatine. 


The three senior citizens, who arc from 


Rolling Meadows, Palatine and Arlington 
Heights, ore part of tho Foster Grand- 
parent Program. This Is a unique pro- 
gram aimed at bringing tho old and 
young together In a mutually beneficial 
experience. 


Tho new program, which Is In Its first 


year In suburban Cook County, gives el- 
derly persons an opportunity to work 
with physically, mentally and emotional- 
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ly handicapped children at residential In- 
stitutions. The children receive a mean- 
ingful contact and the foster grand- 
parents a feeling of being gainfully em- 
ployed. 


Tho foster grandparents ^ each work 


with two children who have'been identi- 
fied as needing the most attention and 
love.'The foster grandparents spend two 
hours a day, flvo days a week working 
with these children. They are paid $1.60 
an hour for a maximum of 20 hours a 
week. 


PRIOR TO STARTING with the pro- 


gram, tho foster grandparents went 
through a two-week, 40-hour training pro- 
gram which started Feb. 5. Norecn 
Davlcs, who is on the staff at Little City, 
conducted tho first week of training and 
Rita DcGonia, administrative assistant 
for the Foster Grandparent program, tho 
second week. 


The Foster Grandparent Program Is 


funcUd by Action, an umbrella organiza- 
tion of all federally-funded voluntary or- 
ganizations. Tho program is currently 
slated to run for five years, with funding 
being approved each year. 


The agreement between Little City and 


the Foster Grandparent Program calls 
for the placement of 10 foster grand- 
parents at the Institution. 


"Wo have been having recruitment 


problems but wo are still recruiting and 
looking for senior citizens Interested in 
working with the program," said Fred 
Davics, director of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. 


A list with the names of 104 senior citi- 


zens living In Northwest suburban Cook 
County was given to Davlcs by officials 
at the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Rolling Meadows. Of those on the list, 
only three persons have volunteered for 
the program and arc qualified. 


IF A PERSON is interested in the pro- 


gram and meets tho federal guidelines 
they are Interviewed by a staff member 
of the Foster Grandparent Program. To 
be eligible a person must be over 60 
years of age and have an Income not ex- 
ceeding $2,100 If they are single or $2,725 
If they are married. 


Applications for the program are still 


being accepted at the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center, 3411 Klrchoff Rd., Rolling 
Meadows. 


Davles is hopeful there will be enough 


senior citizens interested in the program 
to fill the seven vacancies at Little City 
and expand the program to Maryville 
Academy In DCS Plnlnes. He explained

Meanwhile, below, 
a mound of people from several parts of 
the world gathered to witness the first 
world hot-air balloon championship. 


The event last week took place in Albu- 


querque, N. M. Participants 
from 14 


countries, mostly European, brought 
their balloons to test 
In four com- 


petitions. As clear and warm as Albu- 
querque usually Is, the weather was al- 
most too poor, wind-wise, for the bal- 
loons to go up. However, by the second 
day, winds picked up, and the balloons 
soared lo the sky. 


Wayne Shaw of Palatine and Jerry 


Kinkade of Evanston, co-owners of 
"Eagle II," the balloon which became 
the Illustrious center of attraction In the 
northern suburbs, took port In the com- 
petition. Or rather, the "Eagle II" did — 
with 1973 world champion hot-air balloon- 
ist,. Dennis Floden of Flint, Mich. The 
two captured first place in the champion- 
ship detesting all other balloon entries. 


FI.ODEN (Copt. Phogg), sold Shaw 


and Kinkade their balloon and was giv- 
ing them flight training when they de- 
cided to participate In the championship. 
Fiodcn wanted to enter with a brand new 
balloon, and Shaw and Kinkade wanted 
some "experience" for "Eagle II." 


To prepare for the competition, Fiodcn 


added two extra burners to the unit for 
extra hot air, which is the fuel for these 
balloons, and a special Instrument panel 
to give more responsive readings. 
t 


"Eagle II" and Fiodcn went through 


some pretty stiff competition. There 
were some European balloonists who 
were In their 70's and had been flying or 
rather, drifting, for more than 40 years. 
The events were rather difficult, as three 
of the four events Involved using a baro- 
graph, an Instrument which determines 
atmospheric pressure and altitude.

ANOTHER EVENT is "spot landing" 


where each person decides on a specific 
location to land. The ones who come clos- 
est to his destination wins. "It Isn't as 
easy as one might think," said Kinkade. 
"You arc really at the mercy of the wind 
which can take you many miles away 
from where you want to land. One fellow 
flew over the mountain range and got 
into a snow storm. He had to be rescued 
by a helicopter." 


Shaw and Kinkade were most Intrigued 


with the "Hare and Hound" event In 
which one of the balloons takes off and 
flics for about 45 minutes, floating at dif- 
ferent altitudes. The rest of the balloons 
must follow the same course and land as 
close as possible to the first balloon. 


Besides placing 'first in the cham- 


pionship, "Eagle II" caused a lot of mur- 
muring among the International crowd. 
While many other balloons carried their. 
sponsors' emblems on the face of the bal-' 
loons, such as soft drink and gasoline 
'company logos, "Eagle II" was labeled 
"the most beautiful and most delicate"' 
balloon In the contest The balloon fea- 
tured red bands .on the top and bottom 
with foot-high stars and gold eagles with 
7 foot wing spans. Appropriate in a world 
contest, the balloon gave an overall 
"Americana" impression. 


Shaw and Kinkade are waiting for 


their "Eagle II" to return home so they 
can continue their training. With less 
than six hours to go before they can ob- 
tain their licenses, they are already eye- 
ing the annual contest to be held In In- 
dlanola, la.

A long road to second Harper campus 


Strange things arc happening in the 


government of the State of Illinois. 


First, wo taw the governor issuing or- 


ders that he did not want his name dis- 
played on highway construction signs 
and l e t t e r h e a d s of governmental 
agencies. 


Then Speaker of the House W. Robert 


Blair of Park Forest came along and 
agreed to some changes In rules In the 
House which ultimately give away some 
of his powers. 


Now, wo have a stale legislator who Is 


refusing to accept one of the little grat- 
uities that have long been passed out by 
the Illinois Racing Board, a matched set 
of season passes to every race track In 
the state. 
nE!•. R i c h a r d A. Mugallan, 


D-Palatlne, has returned 
his com- 


plimentary passes to Stanley K. Stewart, 
secretary of the racing board with tho 
gentle admonition that tho question of 
supplying duplicate passes to all 236 
members of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly "Is questionable." 


In a Valentino Day letter to Stewart, 


Mugallan noted that ho had "accepted" 
tho passes which were mailed to him on 
Jan. 1. 


He also noted the basis for this courte- 


sy extended to members of the legisla- 
ture by tho racing board. As Stewart's 
letter to legislators put It, "It Is our feel- 
ing that It would aid In the General As- 
sembly's performance of Its function (of 
overseeing the activities of tho racing 
board) U you were able to visit tho 
tracks In tho state from time to time, as 
your legislative duties may require." 


Upon reflection, Mugallan told Stewart, 


"I should like to think that If and when I 
should direct my official attention to the 
state racing Industry to the degree that 
my attendance at racing meets Is re- 
quired, I would bo more effective as a 
'paying customer.'" 


MUGALIAN'S reply to Stewart ap- 


pears hero as about as courteous and 
gentle a reproof that could bo delivered 
against a subtle form of Ingratlation by 
an official state body to a member of tho 
legislature. 


Long-standing members of tho legisla- 


ture freely admit that they have little 
use for tho race track passes, but keep 
them on hand for friends who might like 
to go out to the park, admission-free, for 
a go at tho muluel windows. 


The passes are, of course, nontransfct • 


able. But, tell me, If you are a $7,000- 
a-ycar gate guard — very possibly by tho 
grace of tho political patronage system 
— are you going to challenge somebody 
carrying a pass that says he is a state 
legislator? 


TUB POINT IS. of course, that no 


state legislator needs a pass to enter any 
race track In the state. As former State 
Rep. Anthony Scarlano of Park Forest, 
newly appointed chairman of tho racing 
board, put It, "If any legislator wants to 
Inspect a track, all he has to do Is call 
the track manager and I'm sure he can 
look at anything he wants. I wouldn't 
even be surprised if the manager bought 
him a drink." 


As a matter of fact, Scarlano, who took 


over his racing board duties after the Is- 
suance of tho current round of posses, 
has Usued orders that they bo termi- 
nated In tho future.

thorization for them in state statutes, 
and Is awaiting written confirmation of 
this from Atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


"But even if they're legal, they're go- 


Ing to stop," Scariano declared. 


Scarlano Is not particularly concerned 


about the passes now In circulation. "As 
far as I'm concerned, the tracks can let 
everybody In free," he sold. "I'd like to 
see big crowds at tho tracks bringing in 
more revenue for the state." 


Legislators don't need posses. Scariano 


knows that. Stewart knows that. Muga- 
llan knows that. The track managers 
most emphatically know that 


The only legislators who need the pas- 


ses are those who need something to do a 
favor for a friend. 


The vacant land left In the Northwest 


suburbs Is disappearing rapidly under 
the plans of apartment 
developers, 


single-family home builders and shop- 
ping center companies. 


The land has been disappearing so 


fast, particularly in the populous areas of 
Wheeling Township, that it may be a 
little surprising that a quarter section is 
still unspoken for at the corner of Pala- 
tine and Schocnbeck roads. 


The scarcity of land explains why offi- 


cials of Harper College, looking for a site 
for a possible second campus, have 
moved quickly to get that particular 
quarter section designated for education- 
al purposes by the village of Arlington 
Heights. 


The village board Monday referred the 


question of whether to designate the land 
for education in its master plan to the 
village Plan Commission. Hearings will 
be held fairly soon and, if all goes 
smoothly, Harper officials will have time 
to work on getting that site without hav- 
ing to worry about a developer breathing 
down their necks. 


Before anyone starts envisioning the 


brick and concrete buildings of the col- 
lege rising on that site, however, It's im- 
portant to note that a lot has to happen 
before that farm land will fall into the 
school's hands, no matter what village 
officials do. 


FOR ONE THING, Harper has to get 


approval from state officials to buy any 
second campus at all, much less that 
one. The school's most recent enrollment 


projections show that without a second 
campus Harper will exceed the state's 
recommended enrollment ceilings pretty 
rapidly. 


However, the state will eventually 


have to provide money to buy Harper 
more land and so state officals have to 
decide whether they want to commit 
themselves to a second campus In this 
area. Some junior colleges in the state 
don't have their first campus yet, so the 
state must decide its priorities. 


If Harper gets state approval, the next 


step will probably be to negotiate for the 
land with Its present owner, the Mayo 
Foundation of Rochester, Minn. Mayo 
was given the land by the farmer who 
once owned it 


In many ways, it seems fortunate that 


an organization like Mayo owns the 
land Harper wants. A nonprofit organiza- 
tion will want to get money out of the 
land, but hopefully won't be price-goug- 
ing as a private owner might be tempted 
to do. Mayo officials say now they don't 
have any specific plans for the land, so 
maybe Harper's plans won't conflict with 
Mayo's intents. 


AT SOME POINT, too, Harper Is going 


to have to get approval from the'voters 
for this whole deal. Because of the way 
tho state funds junior colleges, the school 
will have to get approval In a referen- 
dum for the full purchase price of the 
land and the state will later reimburse 
the college for 75 per cent of the costs. 


Harper officials were burned once in a 


referendum in the spring of 1970. At that 
time voters rejected a proposal to double 
the operating fund tax rates by a large 
margin and college officials were dis- 
appointed at the lack of public support. 
The college has not had a referendum 
since, although it has been discussed. 


A referendum on a second site, of 


course, might be a different matter from 
the 1970 vote. A referendum for things 
like land and buildings usually are easier 
to pass than ones for Increases in oper- 
ating funds. But whether it will be easier 
this time or not, at some point Harper is 
going to be asking the people to approve 
a second campus if everything else pro- 


ceeds smoothly. 


It's hard to say exactly how this whole 


chain of events will turn out, or how long 
It will take before we know for sure 
whether that quarter section on Palatine 
and Schocnbeck roads will be home for a 
college. 


About all that's certain now is that 


Harper would like that land if a lot of ifs 
work out. And It looks like a good loca- 
tion, centrally located in a populated 
part of the college district'with good 
roads leading to it 


The fact we know that much is a good 


sign — after all, the land is dis- 
appearing.

Under a new law which went Into ef- 


fect on Jan. 1, Illinois motorists must get 
rid of "unsafe" tires on their automo- 
biles. The law specifies that tires are un- 
safe when the remaining tread is less 
than 1/16 inch deep. 


Rather than taking the risk of being 


fined up to $500 for driving on bald tires, 
drivers are urged to take tho "penny 
test." 


To determine whether your tires meet 


tho standard, simply take a Lincoln-head 


Vision tests turn up 
310 with problems 


More than 300 persons were detected 


as having problems with their vision at a 
recent screening co-sponsored by tho Ar- 
lington Height* and Mount Prospect 
Rotary Clubs. 


The results of tho testing program, 


held Jan. 28 at the Randhurst Shopping 
Center Mall, showed that of 710 persons 
tested, 310, or nearly one-half, required 
further examination or treatment by 
(heir doctors.

screening program, was held as a public 
service by the two rotary clubs. The Vi- 
sion Conservation Institute of Downers 
Grove, processed the tests, which were 
conducted by the Northwest Suburban 
Optometric Society.

TIRES ALSO have built-in "wear 


bars" which indicate when the tread Is 
worn out. These bars, or tread wear in- 
dicators, appear as smooth bands run- 
ning across the tread face when tho 
tread has worn to the 1/16 Inch min- 
imum. 


Tires are Involved in less than one per 


cent of all highway accidents; but in 
over half of these mishaps, the tires aro 
bald or worn to the cord. 


Studies show that bald tires are up to 


44 times more likely to suffer dis- 
ablement as new tires. The risk of skid- 
ding, which Is 5 to 10 times more likely 
with average tread depth on wet roads 
as on dry roads, Is doubled with bald 
tires. 


Safety experts have long held that ev- 


ery third car on the road is riding on at 
least one bald tire. If this estimate holds 
true for Illinois, then there is the likeli- 
hood that over 1.5 million passenger cars 
represent a highway hazard. 


The key to greater tire mileage and 


safety rests in proper inflation. Under- 
Inflation, especially, will cause rapid tire 
wear. A tire which is undcrinflatcd any- 
where from 4 to 12 pounds per square 
inch Is likely to have Its tread life cut by 
10 to 40 per cent 


An undcrinflated tire suffers a tre- 


mendous heat build-up when running at 
high and prolonged speeds. Heat Is a 
tire's worst enemy. The heat build-up is 
caused by the extreme flexing of the tire, 
and can result in not only rapid tread 
wear, but possible sudden disablement

Tax relief 


for poor first 


A number of proposals arc being 


formulated for the Illinois General 
Assembly which would reduce or 
eliminate the state sales tax on 
food and medicine. 


They range from simple elimina- 


tion of the tax, as proposed by Rep. 
E u g e n e F . S c h l i c k m a n , 
R-Arllngton Heights, to a number 
of plans for credits on the state in- 
come tax. 


R e p . James T Londrigan, 


D-Springflcld, for instance, has 
urged a $10 credit on income tax 
for every person in the state. Other 
plans call for a graduated tax cred- 
it based on the number of persons 
in a family and the level of family 
income. 


Schllckman's plan is probably 


the ultimate goal, to reduce the 
price of necessities by simply abo- 
lishing the tax on food and drugs 
for all persons. 


However, estimates of the reve- 


nue derived by the- sales tax on 
food and medicine range up to $300 
million per year. If Gov. Daniel 
Walker is able to deliver on his 
promise to cut out $500 million per 
year in wasted funds from the 
state budget, it would seem the 
state could absorb the loss of that 
revenue. 


Even if such cuts can be 


achieved, though, the state faces 
growing revenue demands In the 
form of the mass transit crisis, re- 
structuring 
of 
school 
finances 


and cutbacks in federal aid pro- 


grams. 


It seems unrealistic to believe 


that the state can throw out $300 
million in revenue without a means 
of replacing it in some other form. 


For those reasons, we believe 


that the goal of eliminating the 
sales tax on food and drugs, desir- 
able as it is, must be approached 
cautiously. 


The fact is that the tax is among 


those regressive income producers 
which work a hardship on working 
people in the lower income brack- 
ets. 


It is, in short, harder on the 


struggling father who must pay 5 
per cent tax on hamburger for his 
family than it is on the corporate 
executive who pays the same rate 
on filet mignons for an outdoor 
barbecue. 


State Sen. John J. Nimrod, 


R-Skokle, vice chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
has declared that the Senate will 
examine the alternatives to reduc- 
tion or elimination of the tax on 
food and medicine. He has ex- 
pressed optimism that this will be 
the first area in which tax relief 
will be enacted when the revenue 
needs of the state have been met. 


We believe that the first concern 


of legislators should be in granting 
that relief to those in lower income 
levels, whore pennies added to dol- 
lars in the supermarket or the 
drugstore have a very real effect 
on the care of their families.

A new loophole 


A district court judge in Denver

would require "a substantial in- 
trusion" Into his body, to remove 
the bullet for evidence would be a 


v 1 o 1 a 11 o n of his constitutional 
rights, the judge held. II would, in 
effect, be compelling him to testify 
against himself, which is prohibit- 
ed by the Fifth Amendment 


As for the rather seriously in- 


fringed Constitutional rights of the 
dead bar owner or the rights of the 
public at large to be secure In its 
persons and possessions, these are 
apparently matters that do not fall 
under the law's purview. 


The public's issue 


A doctor's diabetes view 


During the past month the Herald has 


run a series of letters and a "Public's 
Issue" column which cry oat for more 
public concern — and more research 
money — (or diabetes. 


Today, wo present a medical point of 


view, from Dr. Melvln M. Chertack of 
Skokle, chairman of the Diabetes Detec- 
tion Commission of the Diabetes Associ- 
ation of Greater Chicago. The care and 
handling of diabetes Is a complex mat- 
ter, as Dr. Chertack emphasizes In this 
"Public's Issue" column.

I would like to thank Paddock Publica- 


tions for the scries of letters on diabetes 
that It has run, and the interesting dialog 
that has resulted. However, as chairman 
of the Detection and Education Com- 
mittee of the Diabetes Association of 
Greater Chicago, and as an active physi- 
cian in research, teaching and the prac- 
tice of medicine 'in the community, I 
view with concern some of the direction 
that the. dialog has taken. 


Recent letters and a column have sug- 


gested that there has been a delinquency 
on the part of the medical profession and 
particularly the Diabetes Association In 
"telling It as it Is," especially that we 
have not stressed the complications of di- 
abetes. 


The motivation of this technique, if 


that is the motivation, to stimulate re- 
search funds for the eventual better con- 
trol and treatment of the disease, Is to be 
highly commended. For those of us in 
the field, there is a gross lack of signifi- 
cant funding for the extensive research 
and education necessary. The fault for 
this lies not with not telling It as it is, but 
with the reaction of society to specific 
needs. Society unfortunately may re- 
spond more to an emotional, but not al- 
ways constructive, tirade from those sub- 
jected to the condition being attacked. 


Wo of the Diabetes Association have 


struggled for years with what is the best 
philosophy to* encourage public and pri- 
vate funding for our organization or any- 
one constructively involved In diabetes 
research. We had to consider the de- 
structive effect on the people with the 
sequelae of the disease or to their fami- 
lies. The alternative being an intelligent, 
educated program of learning to live in 
society in a normal manner while quietly 
and constructively endeavoring to an- 
swer the basic problem of (he disease 
and hopefully working toward an even- 
tual complete cure. 


There are many diabetics or parents of 


young diabetics who do not find them- 
selves as restricted in life as some of the 
people who have written to you, and this 
may bo the ability of some people to ac- 
cept less emotionally the problem of life. 
Some face diabetes, others face other 
threatening conditons within the stability 
of parenthood and respond to them In a 
manner that does not threaten the emo- 
tional health of their children. Becom- 
ing overly reactive to a child's condition 
may do more harm to the child than the, 
underlying condition itself. It may con- 


tribute to martyring that child for the 
sake of creating an awareness of the 
public to the disease, but we must con- 
sider the long range effect on that child 
and the true motivation of the parent — 
concern or self pity. 


We become more Instructive as to tho 


complications when we find that this in- 
formation leads to better emotional sta- 
bility, dietary habits, exercise, use of 
proper hypoglycemlc agents, and yes, a 
total better concept of what Is diabetes 
and how to live with It. The figures for 
complications as recently published are 
paraphraslngs of statistics which really 
are not obtainable because no one can 
honestly write about the control of any 
large group of diabetics with enough au- 
thority to corroborate these figures. 


I would like to point out that the above 


mentioned control methods can improve 
tho statistics of sequelae to the level 
where Insurance companies, who are not 
known to bo altruistic in their data, are 
insuring more diabetics with a good con- 
trol of their diabetes with less and less 
penalty. Since insulin has only been 
available for 50 years, the figures have 
been adjusted as to morbidity and mor- 
tality and improve towards normal with 
every year. 


It must be also considered that the 


complications of diabetes arc related not 
only to diabetes, but to the Individual 
family history of longevity, high blood 
pressure, weight control, smoking, high 
blood fats or uric acid, emotional stress, 
sex, race, and other factors that affect 
the survival of all people, diabetic or non- 
dlabetlc. The mare abnormal factors one 
has the greater the possibility of pre- 
mature disease. I wish that the individ- 
uals would recognize that it is not diabe- 


tes alone but their whole life pattern that 
is the threat. 


"Tell It as it is," I would like to ex- 


press that I personally have had more 
diabetics stomp out of my office for my 
thrusting the challenge of their condition 
back to them to control the above mod- 
alities. People hate to be told that they 
need to do something for themselves, but 
feel that someone else need always come 
up with n cure. They do have some con- 
trol over what happens to them. How 
many of you that read this are over- 
weight despite all that "tell it as it Is;" 
how many of you still smoke despite the 
warnings of the USPH of the dangers of 
smoking; how many of you still use high 
cholesterol diets, etc., despite many at- 
tempts to "tell you how it Is." 


Incidentally, the Dr. Merkcl referred 


to in a recent letter, is a surgeon associ- 
ated with pancreatic transplants, and I 
have been advised by Dr. Henry Wild- 
berger, president of the Diabetes Associ- 
ation of Greater Chicago, that Dr. Mer- 
kcl, rather than being castigated by us, 
has accepted an offer to join our organi- 
zation and work with us. 


In summary, please recognize our mu- 


tual Interest In the Improvement of all 
people's health, particularly diabetes, I, 
tho Diabetes Association, Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hospital, and the numerous people 
who have actively and persistently con- 
structively worked with us. Any one will- 
ing to work or contribute may call or 
write the Diabetes Association of Greater 
Chicago, 9434668 or 620 N. Michigan. 
Also write to Congress as directed for 
more support for research and education 
in diabetes. We need honest, hard work 
in an Intelligent non hysterical manner 
- not FUROR.

2 perhaps you read a letter by the presi- 
dent of the HUlcrest Lake Home Owners 
"Association. This is not a reply, but rath- 
er an attempt to clarify the Prospect 
Heights Park District's reason for want- 
ing to purchase HUlcrest Lake and pos- 


. sible reasons why the owners do not 


wont to sell. 


There is only one reason why the park 


district wants HUlcrest Lake as park 
property. We wont to preserve it, along 
with the South Slough, as a wetland na- 
ture area. Not as a swing-slide-picnic 
park, but as a nature area available for 
all time to the residents of the park dis- 
trict. 


The 24 or 26 home owners who, some 


years ago, formed the HUlcrest Lake 
Home Owners Association to preserve 
the lake, had the right idea. The whole 
community should be grateful to them. 
However, over the years the member- 
ship of the association has dwindled to 
only 12 people. New residents have not 
been allowed to become members, even 
though they have asked. 


This begins to worry us. Just 12 people 


to share taxes, insurance, maintenance 
and the responsibility for the safety of 
the many children that play within that 
area. 


The HUlcrest Lake Home Owners Asso- 


ciation is a not-for-profit organizaton. At 
one time there was considerable talk 
about donating the lake to the park dis- 
trict. But then, the owners sold off an 
acre to be filled for a homesite. The sell- 
ing price was $8,800. The money went to 
pay back the owners for their original 
investment which purchased the entire 
lake area for approximately $7,500 in 
back taxes. 


This begins to worry us again. Because 


all of a sudden there Is money to be 
made on the sale of this property. It is 
feasible that a not-for-profit organization 
can vote to become a FOR PROFIT or- 
ganization. And this has been discussed 
by the association membership! 


Why else would they try and make a 


profit? It has been announced in this and 
other local newspapers that, "the Hill- 
crest Lake Home Owners Association has 
set a price of $130,000 on this property." 
That's a little better than $10,000 per 
member. And remember, they already 
got their original investment back. Wo 
assume, since a price has been estab- 
lished, that if a member moves away the 
association would buy him out at the 
$10,000-plus that they have announced his 
share to be worth. 


But it really Isn't worth that much. 


Real estate taxes on this 13 acrss are 
in the area of $500. That doesn't sound 
like taxes on property worth $130,000. If 
the HUlcrest Lake property were taken 
off the tax rolls by the park district It 
would amount to a total revenue loss for 
all taxing bodies of $500. SpecificaUy for 
the park district the revenue loss would 
be $12.95. From Mr. Morn's point of view 
this would be like an expense to every 
taxpayer. From his point of view it 
would amount to less than 30 cents per 
home per year for homes within the 
park district. And the benefits of having 
HUlcrest Lake as park property far out- 
weigh the 30 cents! 


The park district offered the associ- 


ation $20,000. That figure was arrived at 
by a registered, professional property 
appraiser. That Is what the property Is 
worth today. In all good conscience we 
could not offer more than the appraised 
value. However, we are getting a second 
appraisal as a double check. 


The fact remains that while the South 


Slough has maintained its ecological vig- 
or and natural balance, the HiUcrcst 
Lake has not. A visual inspection can tell 
you that. And without proper con- 
servation and management HUlcrest 
Lake will only get worse. In not too 
many years it might be too late to save. 
And the dump trucks will fill it up. And 
the bulldozers will level It out And the 
builders will put up their homes on 50- 
foot lots. And whoever is left of the pre- 
sent 12 owners will have their profits. 


We don't want to take a chance on any 


possibility of this happening. We're wiU- 
ing to pay a price that is fair to the tax- 
payers in the park district We want 
Hillcrcst Lake now so that we can carry 
out what was the original Intent of tho 
HUlcrest Lake Home Owners Associ- 
ation.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Everybody 


loves a bargain. Maybe thit'i why flea 
markets are one of the nation's fastest 
growing Industries both In dollar volume 
and people popularity. 


A decade ago a flea market was some- 


thing In Paris. Now It's a Sunday event 
drawing thousands In communities all 
over the country. 


Once the average middle class citizen, 


nol to mention the lawyer and doctor, 
was embarrassed to sell or buy second 
hand household goods. Now they all ore 
doing It 


"When we first tried the Idea, people 


stayed away In crowds." says Frederick 
Oraun, manager of the Alameda, Calif., 
Penny Market now 10 years old. A 
switch from a "bargain" theme In pro- 
motion to "we're unique; take a look" 
did the trick. 


Currently the monthly market In Pasa- 


dena's Rose Bowl attract* 30,000 visitors 
at II per person. The management gets 
more money from vendors' fees. Some 
large operations attract as many as 1,500 
vendors a day at fees of« each. 


DRIVE-IN theaters are perfect spots 


for daytime markets, and one drive-In 
chain Is believed to earn $40 million a 
year from rentals. 


"Nobody likes to throw stuff away, and 


everybody likes a bargain." explains 
Robert Daulcy. who with his brother con- 
trols 27 markets In several states. "But 
mainly people have a lot more money 
and time on their hands," he says. 


Daulcy. 42, a one-time engineer, and 


his brother, Joy, 48, a former electrician, 
started In the business after observing 
the success of one of the nation's first 
large markets, located In Los Angeles 
two blocks from their house. 


"It's Just a matter nf American over- 
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production," says Bob McKendrlck, 37, 
of Mill Valley, Calif., a lawyer who 
recently founded the Flea Market Voice 
and Collector's Guide newspaper. 
. "You have to keep buying, and then 
you have to get rid of the stuff," he says. 
"Why fight Mr. Scars and Mr. General 
Motors?" 


Bedroom sets for $10, refrigerators for 


$15, radios for $5, dining room tables for 
$7.50, dolls, wooden rocking horses, tape 
packs, old Mason jars, cut glass, tires, 
lace, oranges, wigs, handicrafts, old 
magazines, paintings, pipe wrenches — 
all bring money from somebody's pocket. 


Many of the vendors are people who 


load up their station wagons with con- 
tents of their attics. They prefer the 
market to the garage sale — n parallel 
phenomenon — because they get more 
exposure. 


BUT IN HIE carnival 
atmosphere, 


some housecleancrs get the flea market 
bug and become regulars, enticed by the 
camaraderie, the bartering and the 
game of finding something to sell. 


Well-dressed retired couples find com- 


panionship and supplement their Incomes 
by selling redwood plants, coins, dolls, 
Mexican crafts, freight damaged mer- 
chandise and scml-preclous stones. 


Flea marketers sco the market as the 


lost stand of American free enterprise, 
the last place a person with almost no 
capital can set himself up In business. 


But, as the business grows, the profes- 


sionals have moved In — the sellers of 
new goods such as clothing seconds. 
Some established stores send salesmen 
with their regular wares. Some cities arc 
considering licensing vendors — a move 
that would work against the amateur. 


THE MARKETS have their critics, 


Goodwill Industries In San Francisco 
among them. Goodwill Vice President 
Willis Hershey says the markets "are a 
real sore point with us." More and more 
people arc selling their discards Instead 
of contributing them to charity.

Shopping mall building boom seen 


Shopping mall construction — following 


a record housing year in 1972 — should 
account for more than 19 per cent of all 
private commcrlcal construction this 
year. 


So says Marshall C. Dennison of Conti- 


nental Mortgage Investors, Boston, who 
predicts that "more than $3.3 billion 
worth of new stores and shopping center 
developments will be started In 1973." 
Continental Mortgage Investors is the 
nation's largest independently sponsored 
real estate investment trust in mortgage 
lending. 


Dennison also Is president of Continen- 


tal Advisers, Coral Gables, Flo., In- 
vestment adviser to Continental Mort- 
gage Investors. 


The 10 "hottest markets" for shop- 


ping center construction in the country 
during the coming year, according to 
Dennison: Orlando, San Diego, Washing- 
ton, D.C., Denver, Phoenix, Dallas-Fort 
Worth, Chicago, Minneapolis, Phila- 
delphia and Richmond, -Va. 


"WE KEEP careful track of popu- 


lation growth patterns — generally the 
most valid indicators of future shopping 


center construction," Dennison notes. "A 
significant rise in population in a given 
area is usually followed in 18 to 24 
months by a surge in cew shopping cen- 
ter construction as the demand for ser- 
vices grows. 


"By region, look for the greatest rates 


of growth in the Mid-west and West," 
Dennison says. "New stores in the mid- 
continent region should have a construc- 
tion value of $796 million — more than 16 
per cent above last year. 


"The West, with its shifting population, 


should register a 27 per cent gain in 
shopping center construction values this 
year, reaching the $996 million level," he 
adds. 


Dennison points out that the number of 


new stores In the Northeast and South 
has leveled off somewhat, but rapid 
gains in housing in several key cities will 
likely push commercial construction 
ahead in the later months of 1973. 


"San Diego, Philadelphia, Denver and 


Phoenix are on our 'top 10' list for the 
second year In a row — reflecting the 
rapid rates of growth In these areas," he 
observes. "We are also watching very 


closely the cities of Milwaukee and At- 
lanta — among others — where signifi- 
cant recovery and further expansion are 
expected in the commercial sector this 
year." 


AS FOR architectural trends, Dennison 


notes, the fully enclosed mall-type devel- 
opment seems to be the most popular in 
virtually every area of the country. With 
this format, all stores are combined un- 
der one roof — using centralized heating 
and air conditioning systems — and arc 
surrounded by parking areas. 


"The result: a highly concentrated, yet 


diversified shopping area offering max- 
imum convenience to shoppers with a 
minimum use of space and materials. At- 
tractive developments of this kind now 


serve regions Instead of mere commu- 
nities — and do it far more effectively." 


Dennison notes that builders are hav- 


ing no trouble getting financing to put 
their shopping center plans Into action — 
the money Is there. "At CHI, we believe 
a balanced portfolio should place roughly 
15 per cent of total investments In re- 
gional shopping center development and 
construction. 


"With the backlog of residential con- 


struction now largely fulfilled — all eyes ' 
are turning to the commercial sector, 
where a tremendous demand remains. 
This year could well record the most im- 
pressive gains ever achieved by builders 
of the nation's shopping centers," Denni- 
son concludes.

Charles Zackaral and his wife drove 


up, one Sunday night last summer, to 
where the front door used to be, and 
found that some time over the weekend 
burglars had made off with two bed- 
rooms, a living room, a kitchen, a bath 
— in fact, the entire family domicile. 


Charlie and his wife were one of the 


more than three-million Americans who 
now live In mobile homes. Despite the 
name, these dwellings are not ordinarily 
thought of as actually being very mobile. 
For the most part, they stay anchored in 
one place. 


The burglars in this case obviously 


took the "mobile" literally, however — 
and insurance companies say the dis- 
appearance of a mobile home is not as 
uncommon as you'd imagine. 


That owners of mobile homes have 


their own special Insurance problems is 
pointed out In "A Shopper's Guide to In- 
surance on Mobile Homes," just Issued 
by Herbert S. Denenberg, Pennsylvania 
Insurance Commissioner. 


"A BULL or other animal may 


gore the aluminum skin of your mobile 
home" Is offered as one thought likely to 
keep mobile home owners awake at 
night. 


Advice on Insuring mobile homes is es- 


pecially timely just now, since victims of 
last year's floods who were housed tem- 
porarily In mobile homes have an oppor- 
tunity to buy them under a special feder- 
al program. 


Policies for mobile home owners are 


offered in essentially two forms, says the 
guide. One covers a specific list of 
"named perils" — fire, lightning, ex- 
plosion, smoke, etc. The other provides 
comprehensive coverage. It's similar to 
the familiar homeowners policy — 
though different In a number of respects 
— and with a few exceptions gives pro- 
tection against all risks of physical loss. 


Some of the peculiar hazards of mobile 


home ownership are cited. Aside from

goring bulls, "wild animals and stray 
pets may do other kinds of damage. 
Even your own dogs and cats may cause 
serious property damage to a mobile 
home." 


"A NAMED PERILS" policy wouldn't 


cover such damage. The comprehensive 
mobile-homeowners policy would, and 
since it generally costs only about $10 a 
year more, It's strongly recommended. 


Another special problem Is that "the 


owner of an ordinary dwelling doesn't 
while moving down the highway." Mobile 
home owners do, If they decide to relo- 
cate, In which case there are two extra 
risks. 


One Is damage to the home. Common 


carriers, who do most of the moving, 
may limit their own Insurance coverage 
to $7,500 on the structure and $250 on 
contents, which may not be enough. 
Since mobile-homeowners policies typi- 
cally do not cover collision or upset, spe- 
cial collision coverage may bo In order. 


The other hazard in moving calls for 


adequate liability coverage, in case of 
damage to other property or personal in- 
juries. This feature of the mobile-home- 
owners policy typically has a $25,000 lim- 
it — which could fall far short of jury 
awards In case of personal injuries. 


Coverage can be raised from $25,000 to 


$100,000, says the guide, at an added pre- 
mium cost of $4 to $6 — which sounds 
like a wise investment.

team tournament. 


That was the district meeting con- 


ducted at Lake Forest's spanking new 
West Campus Friday and Saturday, a 
gathering dominated by four schools and 
specifically Glenbrook North.

the 24 qualifying berths while polling B8& 
loam points to better Dccrficld, Wheeling 
and Highland Park among others. 


The hosting Hangers, Luther North out

But It was worth the trouble: Harper's 
wrestling team eventually emerged as 
Region IV champions for the second 
straight year as of Sunday morning, ed- 
ging out Jollet for the crown 85 to 8454. 


The Hawks also qualified four grap- 


plers for the nationals and mentor Besse- 
mer, while not getting any bid to replace 
Perry Mason, did earn coach of the year 
kudos as tho Region IV tournament con- 
cluded at Harper Saturday night.

Pool was built almost at .the height of the 
resistance that arose to put a stop to tho 
U.S Corps of Engineers planned van- 
dalism In Florida. 


Briefly, the Corps, In its Infinite self* 


serving bureaucratic arrogance, decided 
that there ought to be a barge canal 
across the state of Flordla. They loosed 
up a bunch of numbers that purported to 
show that the big, wide, ugly ditch would 
encourage the economy, lead to Industri- 
al growth, and, presumably, Insure the 
domestic tranqullity. 


Except the domestics rose up and 


smote back and ultimately the Corps 
wound up looking for another site to put • 
their dredges to work. 


In tho meantime, however, they had. 


managed to canal and rcchoiuicl a part 
of the lovely Oklawaha River in cast-cen- 
tral Florida, build a dam and create tho 
8,000 acre Rodman pool. Somebody 
dropped In some bass, because there ore 
so darn many handy down there, and 
now Rodman, not one of your scenic 
properties, may soon produce the next 
record largcmouth bass. 


This area terms Itself tho "Bass Capi- 


tal of tho World" and it may bo one of 
tho few times In an age of hysterical 
sloganeering that the phrase fits. 


Rodman Is the only man-made pond 


among some great bais waters. Nearby 
are Big and Little Lake George, Crescent 
Lake and the fantastic St. John's River. 
These latter, along with the Oklawaha 
River, have managed to preserve much 
of their natural beauty. In fact. It Is 
when the "back to nature" movements 
compare the natural waters with the 
rather austere- Rodman that they occn- 
nlonally threaten to dynamite the Rod- 
man dam. 


After last week's Invitational boss tour- 


nament on Rodman, there may be a min- 
ute-man force of bass fisherman to guard 
the dam. 


Rodman Is six yean old now, but there 


are some bass In tho pool that didn't 
waste a minute of feeding time In their 
young lives. 


When the Bass Anglers Sportsman 


Society scheduled the first of this year's 
string of money tournaments for their 
professional fishing pro's, they suspected 
a good weekend. They got more than 
they expected. 


Two hundred signed up for the event, 


representing 22 states and Italy (he fin- 
ished out of tho money) each plunking - 
down a hefty $150 for the privilege of 
aiming for a shore of tho $21,363.00 pot. 


The "old pro's" were present, Roland 


Martin/Tom Mann, J.D. Skinner, etui. 
Out there was also present a 31-vear-olil 
Insurance salesman from \Vlniton-Salcm, 
N. C. who charged from fourth place 
en the final day with a string of 10 bass 
that hit a remarkable six-pound average. 
Hill's three-day winning total was 108 
Ibs. 2 oil., and that's a bunch of bass. 


BASS also has kept a record of the big 


fish caught In Its many tournaments over 
tho years ,and Rodman whacked a new 
hole in that when J. D. Skinner, who 


muddles around Birmingham, Ala., 
boated a 10 Ib. 2 oz. bass in the second 
round 


Skinner's crcord didn't last a full 


day. The final round produced seven 
largo mouths over the 10-pound mark, 
and a new record heavyweight of 12 Ibs. 
13 02. Bob Tyndall of Greenfield, Mo. did . 
It. Tyndall's lunker was worth about 
$1,900 In awards, Including a new Ranger 
boss beat, a high-speed Wonder State 
trailer, a Lawreancc depth finder/locator 
and a foot-controlled Super Motor Guide 
electric motor. 


Tyndall's record fish came on a keep- 


er-sized lure, o foot-long black plastic 
worm that he warmly calls his "Hog 
Hunter."

Tho tournament creel record also went 


ngllmmering for 10-bass limit contests. 
The Scoreboard at the tournament head- 
quarters in the historic old Sportsman's 
Lodge near Welaka, tallied 1,713 bass 
that were scored at 4,247 Ibs. 8 ozs. The 
ccologists who worry about such things 
also took It on the chin when they dis- 
covered that all but 248 fish (taken as 
trophies or kept and killed specifically 
for the nearby Road Haven Boys Ranch) 
were released alive.

Abortion decision criticized again by readers 


Lauds Bob Atelier and Schaumburg 


In 1956 a group of farslghtcd citizens of 


Schaumburg Township saw tho necessity 
for local planning to furnish a good tax 
base for schools. Immediately after In- 
corporation of Schaumburg, planning 
was begun to Increase Uic tax base with 
commercial and industrial developments. 


While this tax base was being devel- 


oped the village cooperated In every way 
to obtain school sites, school buildings 
and cash from developers. The village of 
Schaumburg now has a large tax base 
of Industrial property for grado schools, 
high schools and Harper College as well 
as tho township library and other town- 
ship services. Many new industrial devel- 
opment1! are being added to the already 
Impressive tax base. 


Tho commercial base Is also growing 


at a rapid rate as a result of long term 
planning. For instance, a shopping cen- 
ter where Woodflcld now stands was first 
suggested In a planning meeting In 1958. 
When completed, Woodficld will furnish 
taxes for schools equivalent to 3,000 aver- 
age homes with children. The school 
taxes from the auto dealers and many 
small shopping centers arc another big 
plus. 


Tho latest figures available for taxes 


show an assessed valuation of $245 mil- 
lion In 1971 for all of Schaumburg Town- 
ship and a whopping $152 million for the 
Village of Schaumburg. Allowing $5 mil- 
lion for Schaumburg property not In 
School Dlst. 54, Schaumburg is furnish- 
ing a lax base of $147 million compared 
to only $98 million for Hoffman Estates, 
Hanover Park. Elk Grove, Rolling Mead- 
ows and the unincorporated areas com- 
bined. 


With less than one-half of the pupils In 


Dlst. 
54, Schaumburg is 
furnishing 


$2,842,000 more cash to the grade schools 
than all others combined. The growth of 
Schaumburg is so balanced that It will 
continue to furnish Increasing Income 
from property without children to all the 
schools. 


With this extra help to the schools tak- 


en care of, a further bonus to all the 
people of Schaumburg Township, 
Hojcllc, and Inverness is a hospital 
planned for a central location In the 
township. Land with a value of at least 
$300,000 has been donated. A hospital 
study shows tho area can be expected lo 
raise about $3 million of the $4 million 
needed. Schaumburg Is proceeding to ob- 
tain the extra $2 million which will bene- 
fit all the people of this area. 


The common objections to the site 


have been "too small," "location," 
"roads" and "drainage." No location 
could be more centrally located for the 
people to be served, land is available for 
expansion, roads will be widened with or 
without a hospital, and the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District will not provide a sani- 
tary sewer connection without adequate 
storm water storage. 


Who wants to throw away a $500,000 


site tnd start over? 


The village of Schaumburg and the 


Schaumburg Park District are working 
to obtain between 200 and 400 acres for a 
nature area In Spring Valley. The first 
six acres have been promised as dona- 
tions and a $50,000 cash donation toward 
a nature center building is drawing inter- 
est. This large nature area with an esti- 
mated value of over $2 million will be a 
large open classroom for nature study by 
alt (he people of tho township and espe- 
cially school classes. The nature center 
building will have a meeting room for all 
nature related subjects and seasonal in- 
terpretive displays of nature. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank 


the founders of Schaumburg and all the 
elected and appointed officials who have 
served since incorporation for the ex- 
cellent job they have done In providing 
all of us with a tax base second to none, 


A very special thank you to Mayor 


Robert Atcher for his untiring devotion 
and dedicated years of service to tho en- 
tire Schaumburg area.

verse and the order which Is to be found 
in nature's laws; which fills us with awe 
and wonder of the mystery of nature's 
role in the creation of life; and more, it 
is our intellect which passes judgment on 
emotions and appetites as objects of our 
control. 


But, just as love can develop and grow, 


or be stifled and killed, so, too, can our 
Intellectual faculty be sensitized and 
sharpened, or be blunted and blinded.

Such tech- 
niques as sensitivity training are ele- 
vated to a high position. Assuming rela- 
tivity as a standard, men seek for a solu- 
tion where none exists. 


This is the Intellectual climate today, 


one which has given a home to the ab- 
horrent permissiveness of abortion on de- 
mand. 


As a man, writing this letter, I deal 


with these truths vicariously; what I am 
trying to do is to pay tribute to the wom- 
en' who face fear and pain in childbirth, 
giving allegiance to the humanity within 
themselves.

In nurses training (at a non-Catholic

In 
fact, why not include the newborn In- 
fant? 
There really Is no essential difference. 
It's the same baby. How many a young 
mother has found that a baby is much 
more of a physical, mental and financial 
burden than she had anticipated. Sup- 
pose this mother considers this burden to 
be a serious threat to her mental health. 
Shouldn't she be allowed to dispose of 
her burden any way she chooses? The 
majority ruling, by Justice Harry A. 
Blackman, held that rights of personal 
property under the 14th Amendment are 
"broad enough to encompass a woman's 
decision whether or not to terminate her 
pregnancy." The child after birth is no 
less a woman's personal property than 
he was before birth. 


Human beings find it difficult to relate 


to tilings they don't understand or 
haven't had personal experience with. 
They would be horrified at the prospect 
of a woman given the legal right to dis- 
pose of her child if she should choose to 
do so because everyone knows what a 
baby looks and feels like, what he is ca- 
pable of and what his potential is. But, 
since people don't really know much 
about the fetus, what he looks and feels 
like, what he Is capable of and what his 
potential is, they cannot relate to him 
and so cannot understand or imagine the 
horror of abortion. 


"Viable" seems to be the magic word. 


I recently read of a boy, born 20 weeks 
after conception, who is now a normal, 
healthy toddler, thanks to medical sci- 
ence. Apparently he was viable and for- 
tunately for him his mother wanted him. 
If he had been the product of an abor- 
tion, he would have died because his age, 
thanks to the ruling of seven mere men, 
would have placed him in the pre- 
viabillty stage. If the truth were known, 
I wonder how many babies aborted so 
far were viable and could have survived 
with help. 


As years go by, we are becoming more 


able to keep the prematurely born baby 
alive. What if someday medical scien;e 
makes it possible to save the 4-month-old 
or even the 3-month-old fetus. What new 
excuses for eliminating these "unwanted 
blobs" will pro-abortionists come up 
with. And what new profoundly in- 
telligent decision will be reached by the 
Supreme Court.

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'No interest' in club for veterans at Harper 


by WANDALYN RICE 


To be a young veteran In the North- 


west suburbs Is to be misunderstood — 
at least In the view of five young men at 
Harper College. 


The five, the last members of the 


school's Vets Club, met last week to for- 
mally disband their organization . be- 
cause, according to 
BUI Caldwcll, 


"There's no damn Interest." 


At Its high point last year, Caldwcll 


said, the club had 14 members, but since 
the beginning of this school year It has 
not had even the 10 paid members 
needed to retain recognition as a college 
organization. 


Caldwcll, a Harper student who works 


In the college's veteran affairs office, es- 
timates there arc 1,000 veterans attend- 
ing the college, but said, "We've spon- 
sored parties for them with everything 
paid for and nobody comes." 


CALDWELL AND the others see many 


reasons for the failure of the club, most 
revolving around the fact young men do 
not want to be Identified as veterans. 


In one class, Mike Embrcy said, he 


and some of his friends came up against 
the misconceptions that other students 
have about veterans. "The other students 
thought that every ribbon a soldier got 
was for killing somebody," he said. 
"That conversation was really wild." 


In addition, Embrcy recalled with 


some bitterness a recent headline In a 
Chicago newspaper that road, "Veteran 
Rapes Girl." 


"The guy was a gas station attendant' 


and they could just as well have said 
that, but people think vote arc rapists, 
drug addicts and drunkards," he said. 
"Of course guys don't want to be Identi- 
fied with that." 


Older, established veterans groups 


have not been any help, the young men 
added, for many reasons. "We can't 
identify with them because, for one 
thing, they come from'a popular war and 
we don't," Jim Murphy explained. 


EMBREY SAID HE has been Invited 


to join both the American Legion and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, but doesn't 
take the Invitations at face value. "They 
ask you to Join," he said, "but If you 
come to their meetings those old men sit 
around and say, 'Look at that guy with 
the long hnlr.'" 


One problem caused by the veterans 


reluctance to be identified with veterans 
groups, Caldwell added, is many remain 
unaware of the benefits awaiting them if 
they return to school. 


"There-are 50,000 Vietnam vets In the 


Northwest suburban area," he said, "and 
they only find out what their benefits are 
after they come back to school. The Har- 


per administration has w>t gone out and 
beat the doors down looking for them." 


Gary Rankta, the college's dean of stu- 


dent services, said both Caldwell, who Is 
paid through the Governor's Office of. 
Human Resources, and a part-time work- 
er hired by the school, are provided with 
lists from the state of returning service- 
men to contact for the school. 


ACCORDING TO Ronkln, the program 


"isn't very well organized on the state 
level and we get lists with names of guys 
who've been out for three or four years. 
They are all lumped on one list and you 
have to sort through to find the ones in 
our area." 


Caldwell said he once set up a booth at 


Randhurst to try to reach more veterans, 
but didn't find any. "We stood there for 
10 hours and not one person wanted to 
know about vetersns' benefits. They 
wanted directions to Wieboldt's." 


Another project Caldwcll tried was to 


develop a job program for veterans who 
wanted to return to school. "We sent out 
Information on the JOE (Jobs, Opportu- 
nity and Education, a federal veterans 
program) So all the legion posts to try to 
get them Involved," he said. "We didn't 
get one reply." 


Even though the Vets Club is dead at 


Harper, Caldwell, Embrey and their 
friends said they will probably continue 
to be active for veterans even though 
Caldwell said he is "very disenchanted." 


"The way I feel," Embrey said, "ev- 


eryone wants to use the vets for their 
own purposes. It's like when President 
Nixon signed the bill raising benefits so 
the larger checks would come two weeks 
before the election. Everyone wants to 
use the vets, but nobody really cares 
about them."

Vietnam veterans unite on college campuses

UNION, N.J. — The mayor of a nearby 


community was recently speaking nt 
Newark State College here on the subject 
of Vietnam. It was the pat, murder-and- 
marauding Vietnam talk, full of hind- 
sight expertise and podium philosophy. 
Midway Into the condemnation, 22-year- 
old Bill Tallnfcrro rose from the au- 
dience and politely told the pontificating 
mayor that ho didn't know which end 
was up. 


"Have you ever been to Vietnam?" 


Taliaferro asked. 


The mayor hadn't. 
"Well, then, how do you know what 


goes on there?" 


Presumably, the mayor was dumb- 


founded. Shelling the Vietnam War has 
been the safe thing to do on college 
campuses for years. But here at Newark 
State the shelling had better be accurate. 
None of this babystabblng GI bit, or 
there arc 50-60 people like Taliaferro who 
may sec to it a proper perspective Is at- 
tained. 


TALIAmiltO AND troop arc just the 


chaps who can do it. He Is one of 22 
Americans who hod been taken prisoner 
In Vietnam and escaped. Ills 50-60 broth- 
ers, likewise, arc all cx-mllltary men 
now students. Together they make up the 
membership of Alpha Sigma Mu a vigor- 
cm, businesslike fraternity of Vietnam- 
era veterans. 


The fraternity Is a reincarnation of a 


Korean war Idea. New Jersey veterans 
of the conflict decided. In 195-1, to form 
an alliance of brothers to help solve the 
special problems of soldlcrs-tumed-aca- 
demlc. The original fraternity died In the 
cold war chill. But now, on 26 campuses 
In the nation, 21 of them In this state, 
Alpha Sigma Mu — or the Allied Service 
Men — U thriving again. 


Taliaferro. for one, is happy with the 


rebirth. Because his own special prob- 
lems would fill a sack. As an 18-year- 
old Marine corporal he was captured by 
North Vietnam soldiers during the Tct 
offensive of I960. 


Full of bullet holes (11), he nonetheless 


was tortured by the enemy (a finger was 
cut off) for such Information as his unit 
radio frequency. In the second week of 
hU ordeal he was left alone with a guard 
who, 
as U happened, was careless. "He 


thought I wouldn't walk. When he looked 
away I Jumped him. I broke his neck and 
got the hell out of there." 


TODAY, 100 per cent disabled (he lost 


half a lung and still carries deep scars 
on his body), Tnllofcrro is a second-year 
student In psychology at Newark State. 
Yet he Is hardly Joe College. Boola boola 
Is bull. The only students here he can 
Identify with arc the 1.200 cxscrvlccmcn, 
especially those In Alpha Sigma Mu.

precisely alike. Taliaferro, son of a ca- 
reer soldier, remains gung-ho about Viet- 
nam: "I saw what the Communists did 
to thousands of Innocent people during 
Tct."

feels there was good reason for U.S. In- 
volvement In Vietnam. But many In the 
group feel otherwise; says heavily beard- 
ed ex-Navy seaman Jay Dowd: "The 
only reason for Vietnam was that the 
world economic system needed another 
war for profit." 


YET THE MEMBERS agree on one 


thing: Vietnam vets arc human beings. 
"I remember when I got back," says 
Ray Kaczmarck, a member of the na- 
tional ASM board, "I went around to IS 
companies and factories to sec how they 
were hiring vets. Every one of them 
asked me if I was a drug addict or If I 
hod taken part In an atrocity." It's this 
Image ASM Is trying to end. "If I hear 
someone lying about the war," says 
Taliaferro, "I speak up. It's part of our 
duty In the fraternity." 


The fraternity, It should be said here, 


Is also having something of an Image 
problem. Members have not yet found a 
house to live In because renters are sus- 
picious of the Greek-letter organization. 
"Everybody tells us the same thing," 
says President Korfin: "We don't want 
hell-raisers, goof-offs and boozers." 


WELL. BOOZING aside, ASM is not 


the hell raising, goof-off variety of frnt. 
Gone arc the Infantile trappings of tradi- 
tional college fraternities. "The only se- 
cret handshake here," says a member 
"Is a clenched fist" Faculty adviser Dr.

Colostomy can save lives

NEW YORK (UP1) - Deaths from co- 


lon and rectum cancer now total around 
46,000 a year In the United States. If 
more men and women with this kind of 
cancer got to the doctor sooner, the toll 
wouldn't bo so high. 


The life-saving operation in many 


cases Is a colostomy — which results In 
an artificial opening for the elimination 
of solid wastes. The operation Is not a 
pleasant topic. People who have It until 
recently tended to keep It a secret Only 
their closest friends and family knew. 


Tho American Cancer Society says 


patients with cancer of tho colon and rec- 
tum can bo saved In almost 75 per cent 
of cases when tho disease is found early 
and treated promptly and properly. 
Some 73,000 men and women will be 
diagnosed with cancer of the colon and 
rectum during 1973. For many, the delay 


between symptoms and treatment will bo 
long enough to be lethal. 


JUST GOING to a doctor Isn't a guar- 


antee tho cancer will be found. The 
American Cancer Society says not 
enough persons have regular health 
checkups that include a proctoscoplc ex- 
amination (visual examination of the 
lower colon and rectum through a lighted 
tube). By such examination doctors can 
detect very early cancers when they aro 
most curable. Most colon cancers occur 
within the last segment of the bowel, a 
part that can bo examined visually by 
the proctoscope. 


Tho usual symptoms of colon or rec- 


tum cancer are: 


—Bleeding, seen as blood In the stool, 


streaks or actual blood in tho toilet bowl; 
or disclosed through blood tests. 


—A persistent (for more than two 


weeks) change in bowel habits (cither 


constipation, or diarrhea or both alter- 
nately). 


—Increase In intestinal gas, causing 


varying degrees of abdominal dis- 
comfort. 


"NONE OF THESE symptoms should 


bo Ignored," says the American Cancer 
Society. "Even more important, all adult 
men and women should have rectal ex- 
aminations including a proctoscopy as 
part of a regular health checkup." 


If there Is an ostomy in your future — 


or that of a friend or relative, the fear 
factor can bo lowered by writing for the 
free brochure published by the United 
Ostomy Association, 1111 Wilshlro Blvd., 
Los Angeles, Calif.

A licensed practical nurse, Marilyn

Institute In Buffalo, N.Y. 


Her training was made possible largely 


through a scholarship program available 
from tho American Cancer Society. A 
widow with fivo children, Marilyn com- 
mented, "Without this scholarship, tak- 
ing the training would have been very 
difficult for me."

Tax break for working mothers

I'm not sure exactly how many days 


remain until Income tax time, but you 
can bet tho deadline will arrive sooner 
than you think. If It's any help, your tax 
return Is not due until April 18 this year, 
since April 15 Is a Sunday. Whenever It's 
due. It will pay you to spend an evening 
or so now curled up with a current tax 
manual, since there arc, as always, sev- 
eral changes in this year's Income lax 
laws. 


A new tax break for working mothers 


is one of the new rules covering 1972 re- 
turns that may directly affect your pock- 
etbook. And for the better, since the new 
laws have greatly liberalized child care 
deductions. 


Actually, the changes apply to other 


dependent care expenses too, since an in- 
dividual or couple can deduct a substan- 
tial amount of expenses Incurred for care 
of children and/or other dependents and 
for household services to enable a tax- 
payer to hold a Job. While no brief article 
can detail all the regulations, here are a 
few general points you may wont to 
check Into with your own tax adviser or 
the IRS. if you pay someone to care for a 
dependent to enable you to work or lo- 
cate work.

De- 
pendent care expenses are also deduc- 
tible for the care of a physically or men- 
tally disabled husband or wife, or for the 
care of other disabled dependents who 
live with you, such as elderly parents. 


How much Is deductible? The amount 


has been raised from the previous max- 
imum of $900 a year up to $400 a month 
of expenses incurred for care of depend- 
ents and household services to enable a 
taxpayer to work or locate work. 


What expenses are deductible? Ser- 


vices must be rendered In your home 
and be associated with the care of the 
dependent Thus you cannot deduct for a 
chauffeur, bartender or gardener; but 
the services of a maid, cook or baby- 
sitter can qualify. You cannot deduct for 
payments made to relatives. 


What about services outside the home? 


You con deduct up to $200 a month for 
one child, $300 for two or $400 for three 
or more for the cost of services outside 
your home for your dependent child or 
children under IS. 


Does this Include nursery school? Yes. 


The full amount you pay to a nursery 
school or day care center may be deduc- 
tible as "dependent can expense." You 
cannot deduct educational expenses for a 
child In the first or higher grades. 


Suppose you have In-house expenses 


and also pay for child care outside the 


home? Both may be deducted, but the 
total deduction can't exceed the allow- 
able maxlmlm. 


WHAT ABOUT MAXIMUM INCOME? 


You can now have an annual income of 
$18,000, instead of the previous $6,000, 
and still qualify for maximum deduc- 
tions. Tho $18,000 can be on a joint or 
Individual return, but if you're married, 
you must file jointly to take the deduc- 
tion. 


If your adjusted gross Income (line 17 


on Form 1040) exceeds $18,000, you must 
subtract 50 cents for each dollar by 
which your adjusted gross Income ex- 
ceeds $18,000. 


Isn't this terribly complicated? Not 


really. Especially since the Internal Rev- 
enue Service has developed a new form 
(Form 2441) for figuring the deduction. 


Are there other conditions? Yes. For 


Instance, expenses for dependents have 
to be reduced by any nontaxable dis- 
ability payments. 


So If this or other new tax rules affect 


you, read the details carefully In the In- 
struction booklet You might also want to 
pick up a copy of "Your Federal Income 
Tax" or check your library for a stan- 
dard guide. 


The main thing is: Be aware that there 


are new tax rules this year and start now 
to investigate the ones that apply to you. 
Many happy returns! 


procedure similar to taking an enema. 
Water is introduced through a stoma 
' (opening) into the bowel and wastes 
flushed out 


However, different surgical procedures 


require different techniques for eliminat- 
ing body wastes (some liquid, some sol- 
id). For this reason, and others, volun- 
teers never discuss physical care with 
patients unless requested to do so by the 
patient's doctor. Their main concern is to 
help patients accept their surgery and to 
give them a boost back to everyday liv- 
ing. 


The volunteers agree that fear Is the 


biggest hurdle cancer patients face. 
Healthy, well adjusted former surgery 
patients can help those facing an oper- 
ation to allay these fears. 


"I was afraid of life," recalled a Hoff- 


man Estates ostomy volunteer who 
didn't have the benefit of this program. 
She visualized going through life wearing 
orthopedic oxfords and baggy skirts and 
remaining unmarried. What she would 
hove welcomed most was what the volun- 
teers are giving, encouragement 


WOMEN VOLUNTEERS wear sheath 


dresses or form-fitting skirts and slacks 
to show patients no "bumps" need mar 
their appearance. The volunteers give 
patients a notebook and pen to jot down 
information and questions and helpful 
booklets that, among other things, point 
out that ostomates may date, marry, 
give birth. They swim, water ski, bowl, 
travel and do just about everything they 
did before surgery. But they are health- 
ier and feel better. Other information ex- 
plains what has happened to them physi- 
cally and how to manage It. 


"An encounter with someone who is 


healthy and happy is enough to snap 
most patients out of the blackest post- 
operative slump, and it helps eliminate 
stereotypes and allows discussion that 
c l e a r s away misconceptions," com- 
mented one volunteer who visits patients 
because she remembers her own painful 
adjustment made with little help from 
anyone. 


Easing post-surgical adjustment to nor- 


mal living brings its own reward to the 
volunteers. Says Clarence Davis of Ar- 
lington Heights, "Visiting colostomy 
patients has been part of my life for a 
number of years. I have tried to dispel 
any fears they hove by assuring them 
that they can expect to live a normal 
happy life." 


"This work Is so rewarding. I wish I 


had had someone to talk to me 20 years 
ago when I had surgery. It would have 
been a big help," Margie Delsenroth 
added.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Endocarditis: infection of the heart 


Our Dr. Lamb — Recently I was hos- 


pltalizcd for subacute bacterial end- 
ocardltU. It was explained as bacteria In 
lh« heart valve. My temperature was er- 
ratic and went as high as 102 degrees. 


I felt tired and listless all the time. 


After 11 days of Intravenous penicillin, 
the symptoms disappeared. My tempera- 
ture was normal and I felt fine. 


Could you please explain this disease 


more fully? What causes It or how do 
you get It? I was told it does not cause 
heart attacks. Is It contagious? 


Dear Header — Endocarditis means In- 


flammatlon of the inside of the heart. 
Bacterial endocarditis merely Identifies 
that bacteria are the cause. Germs lodge 
usually on the valve leaflets Inside the 
heart and start an Infection. Usually Indi- 
viduals who have this problem have had 
damage to the heart valve before, com- 
monly from rheumatic heart disease. 
Birth defects of the heart also predispose 
to this problem. 


The Infection that develops on the In- 


side of the heart may cause no major 
damage or It con destroy the heart valve 
leaving the heart damaged even after the 
infection had been cured. Small pieces of 
tissue from the Infected area can become 
dislodged inside the heart and be circu- 
lated to other parts of the body. 


It's obviously o very Important and 


serious disease when It occurs. Like most 
infections, It's treated with antibiotics. 


Fatal overdoses decreasing 


Deaths resulting from drug overdoses 


are decreasing in number, Cook County 
Coroner Andrew J. Toman has an- 
nounced. 


Toman said there were 11 overdose 


deaths last month as compared to 18 in 
January, 1972. 


The number of deaths attributed to 


drugs have decm-jcd for several con- 
secutive months, Toman noted. The de- 
cline first began in 1972, the first time 
since statistics have been kept. 


There were 274 drug deaths In 1972 as 


compared to a record of 310 deaths in 
1971, Toman said. 


Lost month, three of tho 11 deaths 


were In suburban Cook County and the 
remaining eight were In Chicago. 


Eight of the victims were male and 


three were female, Toman said. 


Two of the deaths were caused by 


overdoses of morphine or heroin which in 
the body become chemically Identical. 
Two deaths were caused by morphine 
and barbiturates, Toman said. 


Two of the deaths were caused by mor- 


phine and alcohol, three deaths were 
caused by an overdose of barbiturates 
and one death was caused by an over- 
dose of barbiturates and alcohol. The 
eleventh death was caused by an un- 
known drug, Toman reported. 


ffSKTOi'KVSSJgaSKaCI 


The choice of antibiotic medicine de- 
pends on what kind of germ is causing 
the problem. 


Large doses of antibiotics are com- 


monly given until the Infection has been 
eradicated. At that tune, the tempera- 
ture returns to normal and tho patient 
recovers. 


Because this is a serious disease, It de- 


serves Immediate treatment and even 


better, it should be prevented. 


FOR THIS REASON, heart specialists 


ask Individuals who have damage to 
their heart valves or birth defects of the 
heart, to take antibiotics any time they 
have a respiratory illness, an operation 
or a dental procedure. 


Even chewing vigorously will some- 


times cause bacteria around the teeth to 
bo dislodged into the blood stream. Then 


they are carried by the circulation to the 
heart and if you already have a defect 
the bacteria may lodge on the heart 
valve and set up the Infection. 


Taking antlobiotlcs at the time of den- 


tal procedures is a must for people with 
damaged valves or birth defects of the 
heart and simply having the teeth 
cleaned alone Is a dental procedure. I 
have seen more than one cose of bacte- 
rial endocarditis follow simple cleaning 
of the teeth which had been disregarded 
and the patient had failed to take the 
protective antibiotics that his doctor had 
recommended. 


I want to make it clear that for nor- 


mal, healthy people antibiotics for dental 
procedures are not necessary. The anti- 
biotic protective measures to prevent 
bacterial endocarditis arc for individuals 
who already hove a problem, specifi- 
cally, damaged heart valves or birth de- 
fects and of course anyone who has ever 
had bacterial endocarditis in the past.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers said the other 
day he foresees some difficulty per- 
suading Congress to provide postwar old 
for North Vietnam. 


I believe that expectation is well-found- 
ed.

a matter of some members of Congress 
being reluctant to render financial assis- 
tance to the North Vietnamese.

"By precedent and tra- 
dition, the United States renders assis- 
tance to the enemies It defeats In war. 


"Wo therefore have a right to insist

War ended.

While the foreign affairs analyst 


quoted above was correct In arguing that 
we did not defeat the enemy, neither did 
the enemy defeat us. 


So how would you label the result? As 


a tie? A stalemate? A draw? A dead 
heat? A standoff? An impasse? A dead- 
lock? A standstill? None of those terms 
quite fits. 


Some analysts believe the matter turns 


on a technicality. 


SINCE THE United States is the only 


participant that is withdrawing from the 
area of combat, they contend that Amer- 
ica Is theoretically more of a non-winner 
than is North Vietnam. 


Consequently, we should be the country 


that receives the postwar aid. 


"But," I protest upon hearing this ra- 


tionale, "Vietnam is tho country that 
needs rebuilding." 


"Look at it this way," an analyst re- 


plied. "The United States achieved the 
greatest sustained economic growth in 
the history of the world during the period 
after World War II when wo were aiding 
our former enemies. 


"If that stimulated our economy, it 


stands to reason that giving us aid would 
create a boom in North Vietnam. 


"Tho North Vietnamese will recover 


more quickly by giving us aid than they 
would If wo aided them." 


In that case, making North Vietnam 


the donor would require a sacrifice on 
our part. But nothing is too good for a 
former enemy.

Just 
look around, on the sound-stage at Fox, 
and what do you see? 


All the cast between shots Is working 


on the script With other shows the cast 
members arc off, reading or knitting or 
doing crossword punles. Not here. 


IN ONE CORNER of the stage. Alan 


Alda and Lorctta Swlt are running over 
their lines. There's another huddle be- 
tween Larry Llnville and Wayne Rogers. 
And a third with Gary Burghoff and 
McLean Stevenson. 


Alda says the cast Is so enthusiastic 


they often rehearse on their own for 
hours after the day's shooting Is wrapped 
up.

love the show. 


This enthusiasm has taken a curious 


twist. Many of them are trying to write 
show episodes. Stevenson and Aldo al- 
ready hove and Burghoff is working on a 
script. He I* writing his, In longhand, 
when he Isn't rehearsing. 


All this doesn't preclude tho usual on- 


set fun and games, however. A Holly- 
wood set without pranks would be like a 
hamburger without meal. 


On the M'A'SMl set, for example, It's 


Interesting to rend the actors' chairs. 
Generally on the back of a canvas chair 
Is the actor's name. Here, however, 
there Is more. 


Burghoff's chair reads: "DANGER! 


This chair was last used In San Quentln. 
Sit In It and get the shock of your life." 


The M*A*S*H club: Only hard-working gung-ho actors need apply. 


And Stevenson's soys: "If your name 
Isn't McLean Stevenson, you're sitting on 
him."

The most popular documen- 
taries In recent years have been wildlife 
studies and colorful programs about sci- 
ence. Two series of occasional specials 
that exemplify this trend are CBS-TV's 
National Geographic Society programs 
and ABC-TV's Jacques Coustcau under- 
sea explorations.

In situation comedy, the 
most popular fellow Is no longer that 
nice country boy Andy Griffith, but a 
blunt-speaking bigot in a series called 
"All In the Family." Programs arc 
aimed more at young persons and at 
people who live in urban areas. In addi- 
tion, blacks appear In more prominent 
video roles than before.

maker. A lively section of commercial 
and recreational vehicles, some delng 
shown In Chicago for the first time, and 
a goodly number of special displays and 
exhibits. 


According to Clarence W. Marquardt, 


Jr., the Auto Show Chairman, this Is the 
largest 
automotive exposition to be 


staged In this country this year. He said: 


"We have utilized virtually 'every 


square foot of available exhibition space 
In the two huge halls of the lake front 
exposition center. We have more cars on 
display, more special displays and more 
allied exhibits than ever before at a Chi- 
cago Show. This all adds up to a tre- 
mendous show." 


Marquardt added that a number of 


new models will be shown for the first 
time at the show. Although most manu- 
facturers prefer to withhold details, or 
even announcemests of new car in- 
troductions until the show opens, a few 
facts are known. 


The Bulck Division, for example, has 


announced It will introduce the Apollo, a 
sporty compact, and Chevrolet Division 


will unveil a new Vega station wagon, 
the Estate. Another Introduction will be 
the Ford Division's Sport!va, a one of a 
kind Pinto which features a removable 
roof and roll bar. • 


Also shown for the first time publicly, 


will be the General Motors Motor Homes, 
huge camper" vehicles containing most of 
the conveniences and comforts of your 
own home. 


A number of the foreign car makers 


have Indicated they will introduce new 
models, but are withholding information 
until the show opens. More than 35 differ- 
ent nameplates Including all the popular 
models from England, France, Germany, 
Italy, Japan and Sweden will be on hand. 


New to the midwest, the Japanese 


Mazda, featuring the much talked about 
rotary engine, has taken a sizeable 
space. The area will contain a huge ani- 
mated exhibit of the engine, and a 
theatre to show the Inner operations. 


Robert M. Foley, President of the Chi- 


cago Automobile Trade Association, 
sponsors of the big event since 1935, pre- 
dicts that more than 900,000 persons will 
visit the new car displays during the 
nine-day event. He added: 


"If the weather cooperates, we may 


even go above the record mark of 942,029 
which was set In 1971 when the reconst- 
ructed McCormick Place opened to the 
public for the first time. The huge halls, 
offers large cihlbit areas where the cars 
can be viewed comfortably from every 
angle and the wide aisles can accom- 
modate large crowds easily, even on the 
busy weekends." 


Foley went on to point out that this Is 


Chicago's own show, planned and staged 


by Chicago area new car dealers. The 
event has been held every year since 
1901, with the exception of those World 
War II years, making It the oldest ex- 
position of its kind on the basis of contin- 
ual presentation. 


The industry leaders themselves, most 


of whom are in our city to attend pre- 
show ceremonies, have generously la- 
beled the event as "The World's Greatest 
Auto Show." 


Ross E. Kelsey, the Show Manager, 


suggests visitors should plan to spend 
two to three hours visiting the displays. 


"This is a varied presentation. Besides 


the cars there is much to see and do. 
Almost every exhibit area has a special 
attraction to lure visitors. Some will of- 


. fer games with prizes. A number have 


cutaway exhibits for those who like to 
seo what makes 'cm tick," he said. 


"Chevrolet, for example, has a Monte 


Carlo divided into three sections. The ex- 
hibit Is on a turntable allowing a com- 
prehensive view of the car, Inside and 
out." 


The variety of special displays and ex- 


hibits include electric cars, antique and 
racing cars, a sports panel on the week- 
ends In the Lincoln-Mercury Division, the 
now famous Borg Warner Vintage Cor 
which runs on boiled shaving lotion, the 
Police Cruiser, demonstrations by the 
Police Canine Corps, ventriloquists, co- 
medians, and of course pretty girls all 
over the place.

stalling thermal reactor emission control 
systems In production cars. 


Mazda's hopes of being able to meet 


the 1973 standards are based upon tests 
performed on experimental vehicles at 
the company's proving grounds.

nine metropolitan areas. 


Many leading air pollution control ex- 


perts regard the rotary engine as the 
only practical alternative powerplant for 
the near term future. 


A recent report of the National Acade- 


my of Sciences praised the rotary engine 
for Its "low emission potential, relative 
to conventional engines." The report also 
termed the rotary's Inherently lower pro- 
duction of oxides of nitrogen a "signifi- 
cant advantage." Considered the most 
difficult of all pollutants to remove from 
the exhaust of a conventional auto en- 
gine, NOx has been associated with a va- 
riety of respiratory diseases. 


Though an uncontrolled rotary engine 


Is a significant emitter of hydrocarbons, 
the powerplant is so small and light that 
sophisticated emission • control equip- 
ment, such as Mazda's thermal reactor, 
can bo added without provision for a 
larger engine compartment. 


The engine's simplicity is also in its 


favor. Pollution control experts are con- 
, cerned that even if can can be designed _,. 
t o meet mld-1970's standards, the • 
slightest malfunction will negate the ef- 
fects of control equipment 


The rotary engine, which has no pis- 


tons, rods, cams, or any kind of com- 
plicated valve train, has many fewer 
parts that can fall.

Village to weigh 
annexation of 2 
Levitt projects

An annexation agreement to add two 


proposed Levitt projects north of 111. Hie. 
83 to Buffalo Grove will be drawn up and 
probably be considered by the village 
board In two to three weeks. 


The trustees voted 4 to 2 Monday night 


lo direct Village Atty. Richard Raysa to 
prepare the agreement, despite protests 
from several members of the audience of 
about 40 persons. 


The annexation agreement is to outline 


Hems agreed upon In the nearly nine 
hours of discussion In the past two weeks 
and those points ttut still remain to be 
resolved. 


Trustees Randall Rathjcn and Ed Fob- 


ish voted against continuing discussion 
on the possible annexation. 


Fablsh said his main objection to the 


proposed projects was the number of 
single-family homes on private lots to bo 
Included In the developments. 


KEN CAMPBELL, representing Levitt, 


wld plans call for 73 single-family 
homes, 225 apartment condominiums and 
83 lownhouso condominiums on the 61- 
ocro "Wagner parcel" south of Aptaklslc 
Road and cast of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


A nearby 80-ocrc "Koclper-Demuth 


Parcel" Is to be developed with 284 town- 
house condominium*. 


Rathjcn and Larry Smllglus, a mem- 


ber of the audience, objected to the largo 
portion of floodplaln land that Is Included 
In the project. They expressed concern 
that the developments could compound 
local flooding problems. 


Smllglus also said he thought the board 


was letting Levitt "get a foot In the 
door" without getting all the facts. 


"Annexing Levitt Is like letting the 


horse run out and then closing the bam 
door," Smllglus said. "You just don't 
have all the information." 


VILLAGE PHES. Gary Armstrong told 


Smllglus the board's order to have the 
annexation agreement drawn up docs not 
necessarily mean the annexation will bo 
approved. He also explained that soil 
conditions and the possible flooding haz- 
ards of the property were discussed at 
length last week. 


Two residents of Long Grove, Tony 


Berg, road commissioner, and George 
Van dcr Bosh, plan commission chair- 
man, also voiced opposition to the devel- 
opments. 


Berg said he feared that construction 


traffic could damage the section of Ar- 
lington Heights Road north of Rte. 83. 
Campbell said Levitt would donate 
$10,000 to cover any damages. The town- 
ship would also require Levitt to post a 
bond In case of needed repairs. 


Von der Bosh asked the trustees for a 


Joint meeting with the Long Grove Vil- 
lage Board before the Levitt plans *** 
approved. 


"We'd like to see a joint conference 


before this proceeds any further lo as- 


sure that this development proceeds In a 
sensible, workable way," Van dcr Bosch 
said. 


He added that he would like lo sec a 


more thorough investigation of soil condi- 
tions on the property. 


THE WAGNER parcel Includes a pro- 


posed 21-acrc school and park slto lo- 
cated on poor soil. Only about four to 
five acres of the land are usable now, but 
Levitt Intends to Improve drainage In tho 
area to make It usable for recreation. 


The annexation agreement gives 


School Dlst. 06 the option of accepting 
the school sito or cash or a combination 
of the usable acres and cash or land 
somewhere else. 


Park Board Pres. William Kiddle said 


Monday if the school site is rejected, ho 
would like to sec the entire 21-acre site, 
or at least 16 acres of it, deeded to the 
park district Kiddle also repeated his 
opinion that a planned 1.2-acre neighbor- 
hood park on the Koclpcr-Dcmuth parcel 
should be enlarged to at least two acres. 


Campbell said It would Impose "an 


economic hardship" on Levitt to leave 
the 21-acre area as open space, but that 
the slzo of tho neighborhood park was 
f l e x i b l e 
and could be 
In- 


crcascd. 


KIDDLE ALSO requested that the 


funds that were to have been used on 
a swim club in the Koclpcr-Dcmuth de- 
velopment be used to upgrade the other 
public and private recreation facilities 
Included In tho projects. 


Campbell said that the money that was 


originally Intended for the swim club 
would bo used for landscaping and on the 
two or three tot lots on the Wagner par- 
cel and a playground planned on the 
Koclpcr-Dcmuth parcel. 


Other recreational facilities included In 


the developments Include a retention 
lake fronting Arlington Heights Road on 
the Koclpcr-Dcmuth site, a lake on the 
Wagner parcel, and bicycle and pedestri- 
an walkways throughout both projects.

Lake County service to the Wheeling dis- 
trict. 


When it is discussed on Mar. 12, it will 


be part of a workshop session rather 
than a board meeting. According to one 
official, "This is something that must be 
discussed at length." 


HENRY HARMS, a spokesman for a 


group of about 50 Lake County residents, 
said earlier ho believes the fire depart- 
ment should be controlled by the village. 
"We're looking to the time when a mu- 
nicipal fire department will be created," 
Harms said. 


Harms emphasized although residents 


of Lake County arc not dissatisfied with 
present service, they still think fire pro- 
tection should bo provided by Buffalo 
Grove. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter agreed, saying he thought a single 
department under the control of the vil- 
lage would be more efficient 


VILLAGE ATTY. Richard Raysa said 


a municipal fire department would prob- 
ably cost the village considerably more 
money to operate. "Do you want, and 
can you afford, a municipal department 


Is what It all comes down to," he told 
board members. 


Village Pres. Gary Amstrong said in 


the future both fire departments would 
be officially Invited to board meetings to 
discuss the proposal. 


Until 1970, a section of about 60 homes 


in Lake County was served by the Wheel- 
ing fire district Residents of that area 
however, voted to annex the entire Lake 
County section of Buffalo Grove into the 
Long Grove fire district The boundary 
line between the two districts is Checker 
Road. 


New arrests 
in forgery 
ring case

Police have made another dent In the 


operations of a statewide forgery ring 
with the arrest last week of a Chicago 
man and his girlfriend on bad check 
charges.

convict with a long criminal record, was 
nabbed at his South Side apartment 
Wednesday by Chicago police and has 
been turned over to authorities in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove, where he faces a 
total of seven bad check charges. 


Engram Is described as a middle-level 


"businessman check passer" in an or- 
ganization chart worked out by in- 
vestigators to describe the hierarchy of 
the check-passing ring. 


The 40-member gang, led by another 


ex-convict and equipped with stolen 
checks and identification cards, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 million 
from Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the last year or so. 


ENGRAM'S arrest followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 21st Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said he became inter- 
ested in Engram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num- 
ber of persons going to and from Eng- 
ram's apartment. 


His Interest spurred when he learned of 


Engram's criminal record and bis claim 
under a false name-on a lease appli- 
cation to being a government employe, 
McCarthy said he visited 
Engram 


Wednesday to discuss the neighbors' 
complaints. 
'• 


When he was admitted to the apartment, 


McCarthy said, he saw what were de- 
scribed as check-writing devices and lat- 
er returned with a warrant and arrested 
Engram in the arms of his girlfriend, 
Cynthia Smith, 19, of 7640 Eggleston St., 
Chicago.

Two federally funded summer school 


programs have been discontinued in Des 
Plaines Elementary School Dist. 62 and 
the district's tuition-supported summer 
school program will be expanded to take 
their place. 


Harry Eschel, director of special ser- 


vices for Dist. 62 told the board of educa- 
tion Monday night that stricter federal 
guidelines now required for programs to 
aid children of migratory parents and 
educationally 
and 
economically dis- 


advantaged children arc making it im- 
possible for the district to qualify. 


The district last year received $25,000 


in federal funds for 12S children in the 
program for disadvantaged children and 
another $14,000 for 80 children in the mi- 
gratory program. 


ONE GUIDELINE being strictly en- 


forced this year in the migratory pro- 
gram is a survey designed to assess the 
need for the program in the district. In 
previous years the number of children of 
migratory parents was estimated in the 
township and Dist. 62 opened the pro- 
gram to all eligible children In Dist. 62 
and other districts in Maine Township. 


This year Dist. 62 must actually go out 


in the community and survey migrant 
families, said Eschel. Since the district 
has no authority to survey another school 
district, it can only count children in 
Dist. 62. The result is a large Increase 
enrollment in the program that dis- 
qualifies the district for federal funds. 


ELIGIBILITY requirements for a dis- 


trict to participate in the program for 
educationally' and economically dis- 
advantaged children have become more 
stringent this year, said Eschel. A given 
percentage of students in a school must 
be eligible for the program in order for 
the school to qualify for federal funds. 
That percentage was increased by the 
federal government so no school in Dist. 
62 can qualify for the program this year, 
said Eschel. 


Two new programs will be added to 


the district's summer school program 
this year, in an attempt to make up for 
the loss of the federal programs, said 
Richard Ruffolo, director of instructional 
resources at Dist. 62. 


A PROGRAM of personalized instruc- 


tion will be held for five weeks this sum- 
mer for children with serious learning 
problems. There will be one teacher for 
every eight students and the program 
will focus on the specific learning prob- 
lems of each child. Tuition is $35. 


A p r o g r a m of self-Improvement 


courses taught by Dist. 62 teachers will 
be offered for five weeks this summer at 
a cost of $25 per student The courses 
will be primarily non-academic hobby, 
special interest or handicraft courses 
and may include some special courses 
for children of migratory parents.

School board reaffirms ban on smoking

A ban on student smoking was reaf- 


firmed by the board of education at 
Maine Township High School Dist. 207 
during a meeting Monday night with one 
board member voting against the policy. 


Students had asked the board to review 


the district's policy against student 
smoking on school grounds and create 
student smoking lounges, because stu- 
dents who smoke illegally use school 
washrooms making them unsanitary for 
others. 


At a public hearing Jan. 17, student, 


teacher and parent representatives gave 
their views on the smoking Issue, with 
the majority of the speakers opposed to 
student smoking on campus. 


Monday night the board of education 


voted 4 to 1 to reaffirm the school's rules 
against smoking and reword the policy to 
make it more stringent The former pol- 
icy did not specifically state student 
smoking as an infraction of the rules but 
Included It in a general rule on mis- 
conduct and disrespect of school person- 
nel and property which was punishable 
by suspension. 


THE NEW policy specifically states 


student smoking on the school campus or 
at school functions as on infraction of the 


rules. Policy regulations stipulate that 
students who break the smoking rule 
shall bo suspended on the first offense 
until there is a conference with the stu- 
dent's parents, mandatory participation 
in an after school academic program on 
the health hazards of smoking in lieu of 
suspension for the second offense, and a 
three-day suspension for the third of- 
fense. Students are also prohibited from 
carrying smoking materials on their per- 
son while on the school grounds. 


BOARD MEMBER Michael Bartos 


spoke against the adoption of the new 
policy and urged the board to table any 
action on the smoking issue. Bartos said 
that although he Is opposed to student 
smoking, he is against "maintaining the 
status quo" on the smoking Issue and 
was critical of the January open hearing. 
"I for one went to that meeting with an 
open mind. The meeting for me was not 
a phony exercise in public relations. I 
learned that smoking In our schools is a 
problem that will not go away just by 
setting policy or taking a hard line. I 
believe wo must face this problem rea- 
listically," he said. 


BARTOS said thatTepresentatives who

Copernicus' astrological dis- 
coveries contributed to Armstrong's 
space mission, the astronaut said. 


Copernicus was born Feb. 20,1473.

Employment of 104 additional teachers 


and early childhood specialists was ap- 
proved by the Schaumburg Township 
School Dlst 54 Board of Education last 
week. 


Ronald Ruble, assistant superintendent 


(or personnel, said the additional person- 
nel for the 1973-74 school year is needed 
to carry out the present education pro- 
grama in Disk 54. 


An early childhood team of 20 will 


serve the approximately 100 3-and 
4-year-old handicapped 
students 
for 


whom the district must now provide ser- 
vice. 


RUBLE SAID the district will need two 


new principals, one for the new Dwight 
Elsenhower Junior High School in Hoff- 
man Estates and one for the Link Ele- 
mentary School In Elk Grove Village. An • 
assistant principal for Elsenhower will 
also be hired In addition to 55 general 
classroom teachers. 


The district will need 25 teachers at 


the elementary level. These will staff the 
16 regular classrooms at Link School now 


under construction at 900 S. W. Glen 
Trail. Some of those teachers will go to 
six additional classrooms made available 
in the elementary buildings. 


Elsenhower Junior High School will 


need 24 teachers besides those to be 
transferred there from Robert Frost and 
Helen Keller junior high schools. 


Ruble said mid-year growth prompts 


him to hire six additional teachers to 
take care of new enrollments. 


In addition to the general classroom 


teachers, the district will hire 29 teach- 
ers for such areas' as special services, 
art, music, physical education, coun- 
selors and librarians. 


Also, an additional nurse, accounting 


clerk, building secretaries, library cleri- 
cal aides, 10 additional teachers aides 
and nine custodians and matrons. 


RUBLE'S recommendations were ap- 


proved hi part. 


The team of 20 classroom teachers, 


speech and language development and 
psycho-educational diagnosticians, psy- 
chologist, counselor, nurse and clerks for 


the early childhood program were ap- 
proved. 


However, Ruble's request to employ a

The naturalist would be responsible for 


conducting teacher workshops in environ- 
mental education as well as teaching 
classes of children at the Robert Frost 
Nature Center and in their own class- 
rooms.

Police have made another dent In the 


operations of a statewide forgery ring 
with the arrest last week of a Chicago 
man and his girlfriend on bad check 
charges. 


The man, Willie Engrain, 33, an ex- 


convlct with a long criminal record, was 
nabbed at his South Side apartment 
Wednesday by Chicago police and has 
been turned over to authorities in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove, where he faces a 
total of seven bad check charges. 


Engram Is described as a middle-level 


"businessman check passer" in an or- 
ganization chart worked out by in- 
vestigators to describe the hierarchy of 
the check-passing ring. 


The 40-member gang, led by another 


ex-convict and equipped with stolen 
checks and identification cards, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 million 
from Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the lost year or so. 


ENGRAM'S arrest followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 21st Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said he became inter- 
ested In Engram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num- 


ber of persons going to and from Eng- 
ram's apartment. 


His Interest spurred when he learned of 


Engram's criminal record and his claim 
under a false name on a lease appli- 
cation to being a government employe, 
McCarthy said he visited Engram 
Wednesday to discuss the neighbors' 
complaints. 
When he was admitted to the apartment, 
McCarthy said, he saw what were de- 
scribed as check-writing devices and lat- 
er returned with a warrant and arrested 
Engram In the arms of his girlfriend, 
Cynthia Smith, 19, of 7640 Eggleston St., 
Chicago. 


The apartment, which police have de- 


clined to identify with an address, alle- 
gedly contained typewriters, two cam- 
eras, a check cashing machine, stolen 
blank checks and narcotics and hypoder- 
mic needles. 


A total of 13 charges including theft 


and possession of stolen checks, were 
placed against. Engram by Chicago po- 
lice and ho was held on a $20,000 bond to 
be turned over to the suburban police de- 
partments. He will appear March 1 in 
Cook County Circuit Court.

Campus In Arlington Heights at Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads. 


The hearing will be held by the Arling- 


ton Heights Plan Commission, which will 
decide whether or not to designate the 
site for educational purposes in the vil- 
lage master plan. At the present time, 
the 160-acre site is owned by the Mayo 
Foundation. 


Though negotiations for the land have 


not yet started, Harper College officials 
told the village board Monday night that 
they would expect to begin building on 
the site In about S years. The Illinois Ju- 
nior College Board must also approve the 
land purchase. 


According to Harper's most recent pro- 


jfctlora, the school will be serving over 
33.000 students by 1996 as compared to 
10,700 students this year. The current 
Harper College site at Roselle and Algon- 
quin roads in Palatine Is scheduled to be 
completed In I960. 


The school's master plan calls for con- 


struction on a second site after 1979.

There were no sing- 
ing tryouts or acting, credentials re- 
quired. "We just felt we shouldn't try to 
be good to spread a belief. We wanted to 
convince through people," she said. 


Ironically, the group decided not to 


produce "Life" first, but rather "Tell It 


Like It Is," a folk musical of a similar 
nature. 


St. Mark Lutheran Church loaned the 


group $75 to buy copies of the musical 
score. Nancy asked Ann Carpenter, a 
youth worker at St. Mark's, to be tho 
group's sponsor. Practice sessions were 
held twice a week on Monday and Satur- 
day evenings. 


THE GROUP practiced from January 


until May to get the production letter- 
perfect, then went, to churches through- 
out the area to perform It. "It went over 
so well we performed it about 10 times," 
Nancy said. "We happened to have 
standing ovations in many places." 


After the success of "Tell It Like It 


Is," the group was reluctant to break up. 
"We couldn't let It go, so we started on 
'Life' In July," Nancy said. 


The group gave the first performance 


of the musical In November at the Alco- 
holics Rehabilitation Center at Lutheran 
General Hospital. Since then they have 


performed the musical about 15 times in 
churches and hospitals throughout tho 
area. There are about 10 more perform- 
ances planned for the future, but as Nan- 
cy explained, "every time we perform, 
we,get more requests." 


NANCY SAID she thinks joining the 


, musical group has made a noticeable 
change in her friends' lives. "My group 
of friends has changed. And we're very 
close because we've been working for so 
long for something," she said. 


Nancy admitted that the "Jesus move- 


ment" has helped to liberate many 
young people in talking about their reli- 
gious beliefs. "The Jesus movement let 
kids who were Christians be more open 
about it. Before it was hard to admit It," 
she said. 


Though "Life" will probably only run 


until the end of the school year, the 


• group intends to produce more musicals. 


"I'm positive they'll want to continue," 
Nancy said. 


Foster- Grandparents begin ivork at Little City 
They specialize in tender loving care

Tender loving care is the specialty of 


three senior citizens who started working 
this week with children at Little City 
Foundation In Palatine. 


The three senior citizens, who arc from 


Rolling Meadows, Palatine and Arlington 
Heights, arc part of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. This is a unique pro- 
gram aimed at bringing the old and 
young together in a mutually beneficial 
experience. 


Tho new program, which is in Its first 


year in suburban Cook County, gives el- 
derly persons an opportunity to work 
with physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly handicapped children at residential in- 
stitutions. The children receive a mean- 
ingful contact and the foster grand- 
parents a feeling of being gainfully em- 
ployed. 


The foster grandparents each work 


with two children who have been identi- 
fied as needing the most attention and 
love. The foster grandparents spend two 
hours a day, five days a week working 
with these children. They are paid $1.60 
an hour for a maximum of 20 hours a 
week. 


PRIOR TO STARTING with the pro- 


gram, the foster grandparents went 
through a two-week, 40-hour training pro- 


gram which started Feb. 5. Norcen 
Davies, who is on the staff at Little City, 
conducted the first week of training and 
Rita DeGonla, administrative assistant 
for the Foster Grandparent program, the 
second week. 


The Foster Grandparent Program is 


funded by Action, an umbrella organiza- 
tion of all federally-funded voluntary or- 
ganizations. The program is currently 
slated to run for five years, with funding 
being approved each year. 


The agreement between Little City and 


the Foster Grandparent Program calls 
for the placement of 10 foster grand-' 
parents at the institution. 


"We have been having recruitment 


problems but we are still recruiting and 
looking for senior citizens Interested In 
working with the program," said Fred 
Davies, director of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. 


A list with the names of 104 senior citi- 


zens living hi Northwest suburban Cook 
County was given to Davies by officials 
at the Northwest Opportunity Center In 
Rolling Meadows. Of those on the list, 
only three persons have volunteered for 
the program and are qualified. 


IF A PERSON is interested in the pro- 


gram end meets the federal guidelines 
they are Interviewed by a staff member 


of the Foster Grandparent Program. To 
be eligible a person must be over 60 
years of age and have an income not ex- 
ceeding $2,100 if they are single or $2,725 
If they are married. 


Applications for the program are still 


being accepted at the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center, 3411 Kirchoff Rd., Rolling 
Meadows. 


Davies is hopeful there will be enough 


senior citizens Interested In the program 
to fill the seven vacancies at Little City 
and expand the program to Maryville 
Academy In Des Plaines. He explained 
the program was not started at Mary- 
vllte Academy this year because the 
academy works more in a group setting 
and the federal guidelines for the pro- 
gram specify the foster grandparents 
must work with no more than two chil- 
dren at a time. 


Another problem facing the program 


besides recruitment of foster grand- 
parents Is transportation. The foster 
grandparents are alloted $1 a day for 
transportation but transportation costs 
for the three grandparents Is costing a 
total of $24 a 4ay in cab fare. The North- 
west Opportunity Center Is attempting to 
set up a voluntary transportation system 
and is contacting several local organiza- 
tions to see If they would be willing to 
help out with the transportation problem.

Miss Smith also was 
charged with possession of narcotics and 
of a hypodermic syringe that were alle- 
gedly discovered in her purse when she 
was arrested. 


She is being held on $25,000 bond. 
The bad-check ring has operated in the 


Northwest suburbs for several months, 
striking in Des Plaines, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Schaumburg, Mount Prospect and 
other aparca suburbs as well as Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. 


William Turner, 42, described by police 


as a ring leader, was arrested Jan. 11 in 
Des Plaines when he tried to pass a 
bogus check at a local bank. He will ap- 
pear March 1 on the charge in the Des 
Plaines branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court.

to two years at a cost of $8 to $11 million. 


"This fellow (Zettek) has accepted the 


$11 million as a horrendous figure that's 
going to be added to his tax bill," Behrel 
said.

floated to the sky, one right after anoth- 
er, and drifted about. Meanwhile, below, 
a mound of people from several parts of 
the world gathered to witness the first 
world hot-air balloon championship. 


The event lost week took place In Albu- 


querque, N. M. Participants from 14 
countries, mostly European, brought 
their balloons to test In four com- 
petitions. As clear and warm as Albu- 
querque usually Is, the weather was al- 
most too poor, wind-wise, for the bal- 
loons to go up. However, by tho second 
day, winds picked up, and the balloons 
soared to the sky. 


Wayne Shaw of Palatine and Jerry 


Kinkadc of Evanston, co-owners of 
"Eagle II," the balloon which became 
the Illustrious center of attraction in the 
northern suburbs, took part In the com- 
petition. Or rather, the "Eagle II" did - 
with 1973 world champion hot-air balloon- 
ist, Dennis Flodcn of Flint, Mich. The 
two captured first place in the champion- 
ship detesting all other balloon entries. 


KI.ODKN (Capt. Phogg), sold Shaw 


and Kinkadc their balloon and was giv- 
ing them flight training when they de- 
cided to participate In the championship. 
Flodcn wanted to enter with a brand new 
balloon, and Shaw and Klnkade wanted 
some "experience" for "Eagle II." 


To prepare for the competition, Flodcn 


added two extra burners to tho unit for 
extra hot air, which Is the fuel for these 
balloons, and a special Instrument panel 
to give more responsive readings. 


"Eagle II" and Flodcn went through 


somo pretty stiff competition. There 
were some European balloonists who 
were In their 70's and hod been flying or 
rather, drifting, for more than 49 years. 
The events were rather difficult, as thrcu 
of tho four events Involved using a baro- 
graph, an instrument which determines 
atmospheric pressure and altitude. 


In the barograph contests, outlines of 
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paths are given to each contestant to be 
followed as closely as possible In order to 
viin. 


ANOTHER EVENT Is "spot landing" 


where each person decides on a specific 
location to land. The ones who come clos- 
est to his destination wins. "It Isn't as 
easy as one might think," said Klnkade. 
"You are really at the mercy of the wind 
which con take you many miles away 
from where you want to land. One fellow 
flew over the mountain range and got 
into a snow storm.

Foster Grandparents begin work at Little 'City 
They specialize in tender loving care

Tender loving care is the specialty of' 


three senior citizens who started working 
this week with children at Little City 
Foundation In Palatine. 


The three senior citizens, who ore from 


Rolling Meadows, Palatine and Arlington 
Heights, ore part of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. This is a unique pro- 
gram aimed at bringing the old and 
young together in a mutually beneficial 
experience. 


Tho new program', which is In. Its first 


year In suburban Cook County, gives el- 
derly persons an opportunity to work 
with physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly handicappedjChUdren at residential In- 
stitutions. The'children receive a mean- 
ingful contact and the foster grand- 
parents a feeling of being gainfully em- 
ployed. 


The foster grandparents each work 


with two children who nave been identi- 
fied as needing the most attention and 


love. Tho foster grandparents- spend two 
' hours a day, five days a week working 


with these children. They are paid $1.60 
an hour for a maximum of 20 hours a 
week. 


PRIOR TO STARTING with the pro- 


gram, the foster grandparents went 
through a two-week, 40-hour training pro- 
gram which started Feb. S. Noreen 
Davies, who is on the staff at Little City, 
conducted the first week of training and 
Rita DeGonia, administrative - assistant 
for the Foster Grandparent program, tht 
second week. 
;. .' 


The Foster Grandparent Program is 


• funded by Action, an umbrella organiza- 
tion of all federally-funded voluntary or- 
ganizations. The program is -currently 
slated to run for five yean, with funding 
being approved each year. 


The agreement between Little City and 


the Foster Grandparent Program calls 
for the placement of 10 foster grand- 
parents at the Institution. 


"We have been having recruitment 


problems but we are still recruiting and 
looking for senior citizens Interested in 
working with the program," said Fred 
Davies, director of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. 


A list with the names of 104 senior citi- 


zens living in Northwest suburban Cook 
County was given to Davies by officials 
at the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Rolling Meadows. Of those on the list, 
only three persons have volunteered for 
the program and are qualified. 


IF A PERSON is interested in the pro- 


gram and meets the federal guidelines 
they are Interviewed by a staff member 
of the Foster Grandparent Program. To 
be eligible a person must be over 60 
years of age and have an Income not ex- 
ceeding $2,100 if they are single or $2,725 
if they are married. 


Applications for the.program are still 


being accepted-at the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center, 3411 Klrchoff Rd.,. Rolling 
Meadows.

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Police closing in on forgery ring

Police have made another dent in the 


operations of a statewide forgery ring 
with the arrest last week of a Chicago 
man and his girlfriend on bad check 
charges. 


The man, Willie Engram, 33, on ex- 


convict with a long criminal record, was 
nabbed at his South Side epartmcnt 
Wednesday by Chicago police and has 
been turned over to authorities In Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove, where he faces a 
total of seven bad check charges. 


Engram Is described as a middle-level 


"businessman check passer" In an or- 
ganization chart worked out by in- 
vestigators to describe the hierarchy of 
the check-passing ring. 


The 40-membcr gang, led by another 


ex-convict and equipped with stolen 
checks and Identification cards, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 million 
from Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the last year or so. 


E.NTiHAM'S arrest followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 21st Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said he became inter- 
ested In Engram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num- 
ber of persons going to and from Eng- 
ram's apartment. 


His interest spurred when he learned of 


Engram's criminal record and his claim 


under a false name on a lease appli- 
cation to being a government employe, 
McCarthy said 'be visited 
Engram 


Wednesday to discuss the neighbors' 
complaints. 
When he was admitted to the apartment, 
McCarthy said, he saw what were de- 
scribed as check-writing devices and lat- 
er returned with a warrant and arrested 
Engram in the arms of his girlfriend, 
Cynthia Smith, 19, of 7640 Eggleston St., 
Chicago. 


The apartment, which police have de- 


clined to Identify with an address,.alle- 
gedly contained typewriters, two cam- 
eras, a check cashing machine, stolen 
blank checks and narcotics and hypoder- 
mic needles. 


A total of 13-charges including theft 


and possession of stolen checks, were 
placed against Engram by Chicago po- 
lice and he was held on a $20,000 bond to 
be fumed over to the suburban police de- 
partments. He will appear March 1 in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


BUFFALO GROVE police are accusing 


Engram of bilking the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove out of $750 last March. He report- 
edly walked Into the bank and deposited 
a worthless check for $2,750 Into an ac- 
count there and received $750 cash in re- 
turn. 


He is charged with deceptive practice 


and also Is being held on a $20,000 bond 
from Buffalo Grove. 


Wheeling authorities say they want 


Engram for seven counts of forgery and 
have added $25,000 to the bond total that 
has kept Engram In county jail since his 
arrest. The Wheeling incidents occurred 
at banks and stores In the village but 
Capt. Peter Guttilla, acting police chief, 
has refused to release further details of 
the charges against Engram.

until May to get the production letter- 
perfect, then went to churches through- 
out the area to perform It.

Incumbent aldermen Merrill Wucrch

that elected officials make public the 
sources of their Income. 


In addition to aldermanlc candidates,

Placek, and incumbent Robert Campbell. 


THE ETHICS bill enacted last year re- 


quires all elected officials, persons 
runnng for elected office, members of 
zoning boards, school boards, plan com- 
missions, and persons employed by a 
municipality earning more than $20,000 
per year, to file statements listing their 
sources of Income. 


Although some of the language of the 


law U vague and no legu precedents 
concerning the law have been set, 
spokesmen for Ux> Cook County Election 
Dcpt. said yesterday the statements 
probably should have been filed at the 
time candidates filed their nominating 
petitions. 


Abner Mlkva, former U. S. congress- 


man and now head of the state ethics 
bureau, said yesterday that while the 
stalcmcsts should have been filed at the 
time a petition of candidacy was filed, 
the law describes no penalties for Into 
filing. 


Mlkva sold the only penalties contain- 


ed In the low deal with false or In- 
complete statements. Penalties for these 
range from a fine of up to $1,000 or one 
year Imprisonment or both. 


"IT COULD BE argued that a person 


loses his right to be on the ballot If he 
has not filed the statement," Mlkva said, 
"but as far as I know It will probably be 
Just a campaign Issue." 


Mlkva said In regard to penalizing late 


filers, the ethics law "Is one of those 
laws without a handle." 


The law requires persons list the 


sources of Income in cases where more 
than $1,200 was derived from a profes- 
sional organization in which the filer was 
associated; where more than $5,000 was 
received for professional services ren- 
dered; where $5,000 or more was realized 
from a capital gain (such as the sale of 
real estate); and where $500 or more 
was received as a gift or the value of a 
gift equalled or exceeded $500. 


It also requires filers to list the names 


of agencies In which tho filer has own- 
ership Interests or which have had deal- 
Ings with the city or unit of government 
for which the person Is running.

Foster Grandparents begin work at Little City , - , . - . 
• 


They specialize in tender loving care 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Tender loving care is the specialty of 


three senior citizens who started working 
this week with children at Little City 
Foundation In Palatine. 


The three senior citizens, who are from 


Rolling Meadows, Palatine and Arlington 
Heights, are part of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. This is a unique pro- 
gram aimed at bringing tho old and 
young together in a mutually beneficial 
experience. 


The new program, which Is in Its first 


year In suburban Cook County, gives el- 
derly persons an opportunity to work 
with physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly handicapped children at residential in- 
stitutions. The children receive a mean- 
ingful contact and the foster grand- 
parents a feeling of being gainfully cm- 
ployed. 


The foster grandparents each work 


with two children who have been Identi- 
fied as needing the most attention and 
love. Tho foster grandparents spend two 
hours a day, five days a week working 
with these children. They are paid $1.60 
an hour for a maximum of 20 hours a 
week. 


PRIOR TO STARTING with tho pro- 


gram, the foster grandparents went 
through a two-week, 40-hour training pro- 
gram which started Feb. 5. Norccn 
Davics, who Is on the staff at Little City, 
conducted the first week of training and 
Rita DeGonla, administrative assistant 
for the Foster Grandparent program, the 
second week, 


The Foster Grandparent Program Is 


funded by Action, an umbrella organiza- 


tion of all federally-funded voluntary or- 
ganizations. The program is currently 
slated to run for five years, with funding 
being approved each year, 


Tho agreement between Little City and 


the Foster Grandparent Program calls 
for the placement of 10 foster grand- 
parents at the Institution. 


"Wo have been having recruitment 


problems but we are still recruiting and 
looUlng for senior citizens Interested In 
working with the program," said Fred 
Davics, director of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. 


A list with the names of 104 senior citi- 


zens living In Northwest suburban Cook 
County was given to Davles by officials 


at tho Northwest Opportunity Center in • 
Rolling Meadows. Of those on the'list, 
only three persons have volunteered for 
the program and are qualified. 


IF A PERSON is interested in the pro- 


gram and meets the federal guidelines 
they are interviewed by a staff member 
of the Foster Grandparent Program. To 
be eligible a person must be over 60 
years of age and have an Income not ex- 
ceeding $2,100 if they are single or $2,725 ' 
If they are married. 


Applications for the program are still 


being accepted at the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center, 3411 Kirchoff Rd., Rolling

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Two more arrested 
Police closing in on forgery ring

Police have made another dent in the 


operations of a statewide forgery ring 
with the arrest last week ol a Chicago 
man and his girlfriend on bad check 
charges. 


The man, Willie Engram, 33, on ex- 


convict with a long criminal record, was 
nabbed at his South Side apartment 
Wednesday by Chicago police and has 
been turned over to authorities in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove, where he (aces a 
total of seven bad check charges. 


Engram Is described as a middle-level 


"businessman check passer" In an or- 
ganization chart worked out by in- 
vestigators to describe the hierarchy of 
the check-passing ring. . 


The 40-membcr gang, led by another 


ex-convict and equipped with stolen 
checks and Identification cords, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 million 
(ram Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the last year or so. 


ENGIUM'S arrest followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 21st Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said he became inter- 
ested in Epigram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num- 
ber of persons going to and (rom Eng- 
ram's apartment. 


His Interest spurred when he learned of 


Engram's criminal record and his claim 


under a false name on a lease appli- 
cation to being a government employe, 
McCarthy said he visited 
Engram 


Wednesday to discuss the neighbors' 
complaints. 
When he was admitted to the apartment, 
McCarthy said, he saw what were de- 
scribed as check-writing devices and lat- 
er returned with a warrant and arrested 
Engram in the arms of his girlfriend, 
Cynthia Smith, 19, of 7640 Eggleston St., 
Chicago. 


The apartment, which police have de- 


clined to identify with an address, alle- 
gedly contained typewriters, two cam- 
eras, a check cashing machine, stolen 
blank checks and narcotics and hypoder- 
mic needles. 


A total of 13 charges Including theft 


and possession' o( stolen checks, were 
placed against Engram by Chicago po- 
lice and he was held on a $20,000 bond to 
be turned over to the suburban police de- 
partments. He will appear March 1 In 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


x BUFFALO GROVE police are accusing 
Engram of bilking the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove out of $750 last March. He report- 
edly walked Into the bank and deposited 
a worthless check for $2,750 into an ac- 
count there and received $730 cash in re- 
turn. 


He is charged with deceptive practice 


and also is being held on a $20,000 bond 
from Buffalo Grove. 


Wheeling authorities say they want 


Engram for seven counts of forgery and 
have added $25,000 to the bond total that 
has kept Engram In county Jail since his 
arrest. The Wheeling incidents occurred 
at banks and stores in the village but 
Capt. Peter Guttllla, acting police chief, 
has refused to release further details of 
the charges against Engram. 


On Feb. 15, the day after Engram's 


arrest, Miss Smith was nabbed in Wheel- 
Ing when she tried to pass a bad check at 
the Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank in 
order to raise money for Engram's ball, 
police said. 


ACCORDING to police, the check, 


which had been stolen from a Wheeling 
woman, was drawn on a closed account 
at a downtown Chicago bank. Wheeling 
Trust and Savings officials discovered 
the check was bogus and called police 
who charged Miss Smith with forgery. 


She later was tied to forgeries in 


Wheeling Feb. 10 and Feb. 12 and two 
additional counts of forgery were lodged 
against her. Miss Smith also, was 
charged with possession of narcotics and 
of a hypodermic syringe that were alle- 
gedly discovered In her purse when she 
was arrested. 


She Is being held on $25,000 bond. 
The bad-check ring has operated In the 


Northwest suburbs for several months, 
striking In Des Plalnes, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Schaumburg, Mount Prospect and 
other aparea suburbs as'well as Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. 


William Turner, 42, described by police 


as a ring leader, was arrested Jon. 11 In 
Des Plaines when he tried to pass a 
bogus check at a local bank. He will ap- 
pear March 1 on the charge in the Des 
Plaines branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court. *

Local balloonists come out on top

Like In a dream, these 123 balloons 


floated to the sky, one right after anoth- 
er, and drifted about. Meanwhile, below, 
a mound of people (rom several parts of 
the world gathered to witness the first 
world hot-air balloon championship. 


The event last week took place in Albu- 


querque, N. M. Participants (rom 14 
countries, mostly European, brought 
their balloons to test in (our com- 
petitions. As clear and warm as Albu- 
querque usually Is, the weather was al- 
most too poor, wind-wise, (or the .bal- 
loons to go up. However, by the second 
day, winds picked up, and the balloons 
soared to the sky. 


Wayne Shaw of Palatine and Jerry 


Klnkade of Evanston, co-owners of 
"Eagle II," the balloon which became 
the Illustrious center of attraction in the 
northern suburbs, took part In the com- 
petition. Or rather, the "Eagle II" did - 
with 1073 world champion hot-air balloon- 
ist, Dennis Flodcn of Flint, Mich. The 
two captured first place In the champion- 
ship detesting all other balloon entries. 


KLODEN (Capt. Phogg), sold Shaw 


and Klnkade their balloon and was giv- 
ing them (light training when they de- 


cided to participate in the championship. 
Floden wanted to enter with a brand new 
balloon, and Shaw and Klnkade wanted 
some "experience" (or "Eagle H." 


To prepare (or the competition, Floden 


added two extra burners to the unit (or 
extra hot air, which Is the (uel (or these 
balloons, and a special Instrument panel 
to give more responsive readings. 


"Eagle H" and Floden went through 


some pretty stiff competition. There 
were some European balloonists who 
were in their 70's and had been flying or 
rather, drifting, for more than 40 years. 
The events were rather difficult, as three 
of the four events Involved using a baro- 
graph, an instrument which determines 
atmospheric pressure and altitude. 


In the barograph contests, outlines of 


paths are given to each contestant to be 
followed as closely as possible In order to 
win.

of rights" last night, in the words of Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Longmeyer. 


Longmeyer prepared the Staff Policy 


Manual for the village over several 
months, consulting with departmental 
heads, the village president and board of 
trustees and existing manuals for other 
communities. 


A sampling of the manual shows policy 


is established for probationary employ- 
ment, employe evaluation, overtime, in- 
service training, promotion, dismissal, 
vacation and sick time, holidays, work 
load, use of village property, attitude, 
ethics, conduct, dress, grievance proce- 
dures and other areas. 


The ethics code specifies courtesy, hon- 


esty, integrity and sobriety on the job, 
demands impartial service to residents 
and loyalty by employes, respect for con- 
fidential Information and the avoidance 


of any possible conflict of interest 


THE MANUAL "lets everybody know 


where he stands on operating and per- 
sonnel policies," and is beneficial to the 
employe, his supervisor and elected offi- 
cials, the policy makers of the village, 
said Longmeyer. It "ties everything 
down so there can't be 50 different inter- 
pretations of the same thing," and "puts 
everything in a neat package in plain 
written language," he added. • 


A 63-page document, the manual cov- 


ers a multitude of general procedures 
from employe recruitment to exit inter- 
views, which Longmeyer said are con- 
versations with persons leaving village 
'employment to determine their feelings 
on job conditions. 


When Longmeyer was employed, he 


said, much policy existed in the minds of 
village personnel, but a lot of ifstemmcd 
from unwritten rules. Memos had been 
written by his predecessor or other su- 
pervisory personnel, some of which could 
no longer be located.

checks and identification cards, is esti- 
mated to have stolen up to $2 million 
from Illinois banks and businesses dur- 
ing the last year or so. 


ENGItAM'S arrest, followed a two- 


m o n t h probe by Investigator Dan 
McCarthy of the Chicago police 21st Dis- 
trict vice unit, who said be became inter- 
ested In Engram's activities after com- 
plaints by neighbors of an unusual num-

Important staff tool. . . and to some de- 
gree it takes away from arbitrariness of 
supervisors," Longmeyer said. It pro- 
tects the employe from favoritism and 
provides superiors with written author- 
ization for procedures they must follow, 
he added. 


To arrive at the manual, Longmeyer 


also culled sample manuals for provision 
which apply to the village and added 
points of his own to arrive at a rough 
draft. The first draft was submitted'to 
department heads and the board of 
trustees for comments. The final draft 
incorporated new points and clarified 
others, Longmeyer said. While Longme- 
yer did not consult with employes, de- 
partment heads may have done so, he 
said. 


With final board approval, the manual 


Is to be distributed to all employes. Its 
provisions will be binding on them and 
on village administraton, Longmeyer 
said. However, changes may be made in 
the manual as staff requirements vary or 
as situations indicate a need for adjust- 
ment, Longmeyer said. 


He added that the players tossed him 
into the shower as a victory salute after 
the game.

The event last week took place in Albu- 


querque, N. M. Participants from 14 
countries, mostly European, 
brought 


their balloons to test in four com- 
petitions. As clear'and warm as Albu- 
(uerquc usually is, the weather was al- 
most too poor, wind-wise, for the bal- 
loons to go up. However, by the second 
day, winds picked up, and the balloons 
soared to the sky. 


Wayne Shaw of Palatine and Jerry 


Kinkadc of Evanston, co-owners of 
"Eagle II," the balloon which became 
the Illustrious center of attraction in the 
northern suburbs, took part in the com- 
petition. Or rather, the "Eagle II" did — 
with 1973 world champion hot-air balloon- 
ist, Dennis Flodcn of Flint, Mich. The 
two captured first place in the champion- 
ship detesting all other balloon entries. 


FLODEN (Capt. Phogg), sold Shaw 


and Kinkade their balloon and was giv- 
ing them flight training when they de- 
cided to participate In the championship. 
Floden wanted to enter with a brand new 
balloon, and Shaw and Kinkade wanted 
some "experience" for "Eagle II." 


To prepare for the competition, Flodcn 


added two extra burners to the unit for 
extra hot air, which Is the fuel for these 
balloons, and a special instrument panel 
to give more responsive readings. 


"Eagle II" and Flodcn went through 


some pretty stiff competition. There 
were some European balloonists who 
were In their 70's and had been flying or 
rather, drifting, for more than 40 years. 
The events were rather difficult, as three 
of the four events Involved using a baro- 
graph, an instrument which determines 
atmospheric pressure and altitude.

flics for about 45 minutes, floating at dif- 
ferent altitudes. The rest of the balloons 
must follow the same course and land as 
close as possible to the first balloon.

Park district negotiating 
Village may help buy golf 
range for flood retention 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


The Village of Mount Prospect may de- 


cide to share In the cost of purchasing 
the southern 10 acres of the Rob Roy 
Driving Range If an engineering report 
shows the land would enhance flood re- 
tention, Mayor Robert Telchcrt said 
yesterday. 


The River Trails Park District has 


been negotiating with Kenroy, Inc. to 
purchase the Rob Roy land for the last 
year. The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development approved a grant 
for (he site to cover SO per cent of the 
purchase price lost year. The remainder 
of the.prlce was to come from a {750,000 
bond referendum approved by voters. 


However, Kenroy withdrew its agree- 


ment to sell the southern 19 acres after 
the village turned down a request by 
Kenroy In September for annexation and 


development of the entire 38 acres. Attor- 
neys for Kenroy and the park district are 
meeting to see if an agreement can be 
worked out before a date Is set for con- 
demnation hearing on the land. 


TEiCIIEHT SAID he doesn't think the 


land Is going to be acquired by the park 
district "for the price they had ontlcl- 
patcd." 


"We have, for Rood control purposes, 


cooperated with the Mount Prospect 
Park District before (at West Park)," 
Telchcrt said. "The same possibility, • I 
think, would exist In the Rob Roy area if 
the Consocr Townscnd engineering study 
Indicates that flood control would be en- 
hanced by using the land (as a retention 
area)." 


Tlechert said the possibility of sharing 


the cost of the purchase of the Rob Roy 
land was "strictly his own observation" 
at present. 


"I have not talked to the members of 


the park district," he said. "If, at the 
time the study Is finished, it seems fea- 
sible, we can set up a meeting with the 
park district then." 


As far ai the park district Is con- 


cerned, Board Pres. John Johanson said 
he thinks "anytime we could get the vil- 
lage's help In preserving open space, I 
think we'd welcome It" 


According to Johanson, "I don't know 


what our ramifications would be in terms 
of our federal grant." He said he would 
encourage the help of the village if it did 
not jeopardize the HUD grant. 


However, Johanson said he Is not as 


sure as Telchcrt that Kenroy's price for 
the land may bo more than the park dis- 
trict had anticipated. "I think Kenroy 
would like us to believe that so we can 
come to an agreement," he said. 


Building moratorium extended

mits has been extended through April 30. 


The village board last night In a 4-1 


vote extended the moratorium past next 
week's expiration date. 


Schools iveigh controversial 
survey despite objections 


Despite objections by several Mount 


Prospect Dlst. 57 board members, a con- 
troversial questionnaire surveying resi- 
dents' opinions on school board credi- 
bility, finances and curriculum Is still un- 
der consideration by the school board. 


The board Monday night tabled ap- 


proval of the questionnaire until addition- 
al questions on the district's educational 
program arc Included and brought to the 
board for approval. 


The questionnaire, prepared by board 


member Michael Ward In cooperation 
with Edith Frcund and Supt. Richard 
Percy, was to have been approved and 
malted to residents soon after the Christ- 
mas holidays. However, Ward did not 
finish drawing up the questionnaire until 
the end of December. When It was pre- 
sented to the board for approval Monday 
night, several board .members raised ob- 
jections. 


Board member Peter Dudrow said he 


didn't think the questionnaire was neces- 
sary. "D you really feel there is no ave- 
nue for getting the attitudes of residents 
now, with time set aside In each board 
meeting for citizens' questions?" Dudrow 
asked Ward. 


"No, I most certainly don't," Ward an- 


swered. 


DUDROW SAID he thought the ques- 


tionnaire would be mailed out at a time 
where there was no need for it, when 
there Is really no controversy In the dis- 
trict "I just have n real gut feeling 
we're inviting something by this," Dud- 
row explained. Ward answered, saying 
he thought this is "an Ideal time because 
this Is right before a lot of things are 
going to happen (meaning school board 
elections, approval of the budget and se- 
lection of a new superintendent)." 


"I don't think we as a board should be 


afraid of what the public Is going to send 
back to us," Word said. 


Despite his objections, Dudrow voted 


along with the rest of the board to adopt 
a questionnaire program in the district. 


After this was approved, board mem- 


bers raised several questions about the 
scope of the questionnaire presented. "I 
think a questionnaire to the people Is n 
good Idol. But, on reading this, I felt it, 
was narrow," said board member Wil- 
liam Holloway. I think it was only con- 
centrating on ourselves, not on what our 
product Is, not 'what do you think of our 
programs?'" 


HOLLOWAY SAID ho would prefer 


broadening the focus of the questionnaire

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Parks reject 
village flood 
control report 


The Arlington Heights Park Board last 


night unanimously resolved to reject the 
findings of the flood control report 
recently completed for the village by R. 
J. Peterson and Associates. 


"The park district wants to cooperate 


with the village but It rejects the findings 
of the flood control report. If alternatives 
can be found to using park property for 
retention basins, the board will consider 
them," the commissioners agreed. 


The board decision may hamper vil- 


lage efforts to raise money to Implement 
the flood control measures in an April 3 
referendum. The referendum Is expected 
to be for SIO million. 


TI1K COMMISSIONERS agreed that 


(ho Peterson report, which cost the vil- 
lage 114,000, was "very sloppy." The 
Hasbrook retention basin project, which 
would increase the present basin at a 
cost of nearly $100,000, was particularly 
blasted by the board. The commissioners 
said the Hasbrook study was based on 
hearsay and no topography maps of the 
area were used. 


"The village wasn't sophisticated 


enough to catch the flooding problems 
when plans for housing projects were 
brought before them because the engi- 
neering reports showed there would bo 
no flooding problems. And hero we are 
•bout to accept another engineering re- 
port which Is admittedly only a stop gap 
measure." sold Board Atty. Charles 
Boblnctte. 


The three flooding projects which af- 


fect the park land In the village to a 
large extent are the Volz, Hasbrook and 
Pioneer park projects. 


The Volz project suggests that the 


park, located at Kennlcott and St. 
James, be turned Into a 20-foot deep re- 
tention basin. The pork board, the village 
environmental control commission and 
the chairman of the flood control com- 
mittee, however, have gone on record as 
favoring an alternative to the park use. 
They say the village public works land, a 
few blocks from Volz park, could be used 
satisfactorily.

The methods of flood control proposed 


In the recent Report on Flood Control by 
R. J. Peterson have been less than en- 
thusiastically endorsed by the Arlington 
Heights Environmental Control Commis- 
sion. 


However, the commission supports the 


April 3 anil-flooding bond referendum for 
about $10 million. 


"While wo have comments to make re- 


garding some of tho specific proposals, 
we believe the environmental hazards of 
large-scale flooding are too great to bo 
permitted to continue," two members of 
tho ECC told the Flood Committee. "Wo 
are confident that details can be worked 
out." 


One of the chief concerns voiced by the 


ECC members was that the Peterson re- 
port relied heavily on retention basins as 
a solution to flooding and many of the 
basins were proposed for park land. 


"Compensatory park space should be 


provided by the village nearby the park 
land appropriated for basin purposes If 
this plan Is Implemented," said tho ECC 
members. "The neighborhood losing the 
park will not consider it compensation to

2nd Harper 
hearing may 
be set soon 


A public hearing will be held in the 


near future as a step towards setting 
aside a site for a second Harper College 
Campus in Arlington Heights at Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads. 


The hearing will be held by the Arling- 


ton Heights Plan Commission, which will 
decide whether or not to designate th'e 
site for educational purposes in the vil- 
lage master plan. At the present time, 
the 160-acrc site Is owned by the Mayo 
Foundation. 


Though negotiations for the land have 


not yet started, Harper College officials 
told the village board Monday night that 
they would expect to begin building on 
the site In about 5 years. The Illinois Ju- 
nior College Board must also approve the 
land purchase. 


According to Harper's most recent pro- 


jections, the school will be serving over 
33,000 students by 1995 as compared to 
10,700 students this year. The current 
Harper College site at Roselle and Algon- 
quin roads in Palatine is scheduled to be 
completed In 1980. 


The school's master plan calls for con- 


struction on a second site after 1978. 


An Arlington Heights ordinance states 


that the college will have one year to 
develop the site In the event that some 
other developer comes up with a viable 
plan for the land.

Begin May 1 
Village officials to get pay increases 


It pays to be a public servant In Ar- 


lington Heights and beginning In May It 
will pay even more. 


Though every town in the Northwest 


suburbs pays its elected board of 
trustees, Arlington Heights Is one of tho 
few towns that also pays its plan com- 
mission and zoning board of appeals. 


Arlington Heights is the only North- 


west suburban community to offer a pay 
check to Its fire and police commission 
and environmental control commission. 
Beginning May 1 the two commissions 
will earn $10 per meeting for the chair- 
men. 


Also beginning May 1, tho pay checks 


for members of the plan commission and 
zoning board of appeals will increase by 
$5 per meeting — from $10 to $15 for 
members and $15 to $20 for chairmen. 


BOARD MEMBERS now receive $25 


per meeting with a maximum of $100 a 
month and on May 1 the per-meetlng 
rate will be abandoned and board mem- 
bers will get a yearly salary of $1,200. 


According to Village Pres. John 


Woods, who gets $2,000 a year, the com- 
pensation for elected and appointed Jobs 
on councils, committees and commis- 
sions Is nominal. 


"The pay is to keep these people from 


making other sacrifices," said Woods. 
Besides the hours of preparation for 
meetings, and the meetings themselves, 
some appointed and elected officials hire 
babysitters, make extra phone colls and 
drive a lot of extra miles as a con- 
sequence of their village jobs. 


"There are a lot of indirect expenses 


Involved in this type of work," said 
Woods. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Village 


Board salary is on par with most other 
suburbs in the area, though most boards 
are paid on a pcr-meetlng basis. Rolling 
Meadows councilman make $50 a meet- 
ing while Palatine, Schaumburg and Elk 
Grove Village trustees make $25 each 
meeting. At the low end of the scale are 
Wheeling and Hoffman Estates trustees 
who get $15 a meeting. Making rock bot- 
tom wages are Buffalo Grove trustees 
who get $30 per month — which averages 
out to just over $7 a session. 


On the high end of the scale ore DCS 


Plaines councilman who make $1,800 per 
year plus $530 In expenses. 


Besides Arlington Heights, Des 


Plaines, Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates pay their zoning board of appeals 


members. Des Plaines, at the high end 
of the wage scale, pays $600 per year 
while Schaumburg is at the low end of 
the scale paying $100 per year. Under the 
new pay schedule, Arlington Heights zon- 
ing board of appeals members will take 
home about $350 per year. 
" 


Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates and 


Mount Prospect pay for plan commis- 
sioners along with Arlington Heights. 
The commissioners are all paid in the 
neighborhood of $325 per year except in 
Schaumburg where the annual wage is 
$100. 
- 


The only suburb which pays commis- 


sion members who are not paid in Ar- 
lington Heights is Mount Prospect which 
also pays its architecture commission, 
board of appeals and board of local im- 
provements.

voiced concern over the basins proposed 
for Pioneer and Volz parks. 


"We are concerned about the grade on 


the sides of the Pioneer Park basin, be- 
cause a 20-foot depth basin could causa 
steep sides and dangerous grassy 
slopes," they said. "As a general matter 
we are opposed to the use of park land 
(for use as retention basins). If park 
land becomes too easy to take over for 
municipal projects, it will soon begin to 
disappear." 


The commissioners suggested the pub- 


lic works department land, a block away 
from Volz Park, would make a better 
silo for the proposed Volz basin. The 
same suggestion was recently made by 
Flood Committee chairman Frank Palm- 
atlcr. 


The use of retention and detention ba- 


sins as suggested In the Peterson report 
was seen by the commissioners as a tem- 
porary flood control measure, to be used 
until the deep tunnel Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District sewer is built. 


THE WKLI.ER CREEK project, which 


would include combining storm and sew- 
er water In a retention basin, should be 
as temporary as possible, the ECC mem- 
bers said. 


"While dumping combined sewage and 


storm water Into a retention basin Is not 
a good system, It is preferable to having 
tho sewage back up Into basements," 
they said. "We feel raw sewage In n resi- 
dential basement Is a more serious envi- 
ronmental problem than sewage In a re- 
tention basin where It can bo treated." 


Tho commission also took exception to 


the Peterson study of Hasbrook Park. 


"Excess runoff of water from this ba- 


sin drains to the north, not to the south 
and east as the report indicates," said 
the commissioners. The park board told 
the flood committee the same thing last 
week. 


If the Hasbrook basin Is enlarged as 


the report suggests, the ECC members 
would like to see It become a wildlife 
refuge. 


The commissioners suggested the Pe- 


terson report be reviewed by the North- 
east Illinois Planning Commission. 


"Tho review would not be binding, but 


It would give the village on expert eval- 
uation by an outside agency at no cost to 
the village," they said.

Tender loving care is the specialty of 


three senior citizens who started working 
this week with children at Uttle City 
Foundation in Palatine. 
• The three senior citizens, who are from 
Rolling Meadows, Palatine and Arlington 
Heights, arc part of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. This Is a unique pro- 
gram aimed at bringing the old and. 
young together in a mutually beneficial 
experience. 


The new program, which Is in Its first 


year In suburban Cook County, gives el- 
derly persons on opportunity to work 
with physically, mentally and emotional- 
ly handicapped children at residential in- 
stitutions. The children receive a mean- 
ingful contact and the foster grand- 
parents a feeling of being gainfully em- 
ployed. 


The foster grandparents each work 


with two children who have been identi- 
fied as needing the most attention and 
love. The foster grandparents spend two 
hours a day, five days a week working 
with these children. They are paid $1.60 
an hour for a maximum of 20 hours a 
week. 


PRIOR TO STARTING with the pro- 


gram, tho foster grandparents went 
through a two-week, 40-hour training pro- 
gram which started Feb. 5. Norccn 
Davios, who is on the staff at Little City, 
conducted the first week of training and 
Rita DcGonla, administrative assistant 
for the Foster Grandparent program, the 
second week. 


The Foster Grandparent Program Is 


funded by Action, an umbrella organiza- 
tion of oil federally-funded voluntary or- 
ganizations. The program Is currently 
slated to run for five years, with funding 
being approved each year. 


The agreement between LltUc City and 


the Foster Grandparent Program calls 
for the placement of 10 foster grand- 
parents at the institution. 


"We have been having recruitment 


problems but we are still recruiting and 
looking for senior citizens Interested In 
working with tho program," said Fred 
Davlcs, director of the Foster Grand- 
parent Program. 


A list with the names of 104 senior citi- 


zens living in Northwest suburban Cook 


County was given to Davles by officials 
at the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Rolling Meadows. Of those on the list, 
only three persons have volunteered for 
the program and are qualified. . 


IF A PERSON is Interested in the pro- 


gram and meets the federal guidelines 
they are Interviewed by a staff member 
of the Foster Grandparent Program. To 
be eligible a person must be over 60 
years of age and have an Income not ex- 
ceeding $2,100 if they are single or $2,725 
If they are married. 


Applications for the program are still 


being accepted at the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center, 3411 Kirchoff Rd., Rolling 
Meadows. 


Davies Is hopeful there will be enough 


senior citizens interested In the program 
to fill the seven vacancies at Little City 
and expand the program to MaryvlLe 
Academy In Des Plalncs. He explained 
the program was not started at Mary- 
villa Academy this year because the 
academy works moro in a group setting 
and the federal guidelines for the pro- 
gram specify the foster grandparents 
must work with no more than two chil- 
dren at a time. 


Another problem facing the program 


besides recruitment of foster grand- 
parents is transportation. The foster 
grandparents are alloted $1 a day for

1 doubt any previous television show 


has a cast with as much enthusiasm as 
this one. A visit to the M'A'S'H set is 
enough to substantiate that claim. Just 
look around, on the sound-stage at Fox, 
and what do you see? 


All the cast between shots Is working 


on the script With other shows the cast 
members are off, reading or knitting or 
doing crossword puzzles. Not here. 


IN ONE ConNEIt of the stage. Alan 


Alda and Loretta Swll are running oter 
their lines. There's another huddle be- 
tween Larry Llnvllle and Wayne Rogers. 
And a third with Gary Burghoff and 
McLean Stevenson. 


Alda says the cart Is so enthusiastic 


they often rehearse on their own for 
hours after the day's shooting is wrapped 
up.
